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THE TORY COERCION PLAN 


WHAT PARLIAMENT WILL BE 
ASKED TO DO. 
@HE SESSION TO BE OPENED WITH A 
REPRESSIVE MEASURE—THE UNION- 
ISTS TO SUPPORT IT. 


Lonpon, Dec. 10.—The Cabinet met to- 
fay and will not come together again until after 
Christinas, The order of business in the coming 
Session of Parliament was revised, and the pro- 
gramme will probably be as follows: The session 
Willopen with the introduction of a coercion 
bill, including special provisions for the sup- 
pression of boycotting. It was decided thatlocal 
Government measures affecting England and 
Scotland shall have precedence over legislation 
on the same subject for Ireland. The result of thia 
will be that no Irish business except such as re- 
jates to coercion and to the bill extending the 
scope of the Ashbourne Land act will be trans- 
acted. The Hartington section will give thor- 


ough support to the coercion measure. It is re- 
ported that the Marquis of Ripon will lead the 
Opposition in the House of Lords in the event of 
Lord Granville retiring, and that Lord Rosebery 
will be displaced on account of his veering 
toward Unionist views. 

The Glasgow Mail says it is authorized to state 
that Mr. Gladstone does not approve the anti- 
rent campaign begun by the National League in 
Ireland. His disapproval was expressed in a 
eben: letter to Mr. Cameron, member of Par- 
lament for Glasgow. Scotch and other Liberal 
associations are not satisfied and bave asked Mr. 
Gladstone for a full and public declaration on 
the subject. 

The Citizen learns that should the Irish Na- 
tionalists persist in their plan of campaign the 
Government will introduce a bill enabling the 
Crown to give to the landlords the rents paid to 
the tenants’ Trustees. 

Lord Hartington and Mr. Chaplin will start 
next Thursday for italy. 

The Duke of Manchester announces a per- 
manent reduction of 25 per cent. in the rents on 
all his estatesin Ireiand. 

A lifeboat has been wrecked at Southport 
while endeavoring to relieve a distressed vessel 
and 13 persons drowned. Later intelligexce 
Trom Southport says that two other lifeboat crews 
ventured out into the rough sea off that port to- 
day and were also lost. The three lifebvats 
left Southport to assist a distressed vessel. 
The latest report says that the crew of ‘one 
of the boats succeeded in rescuing the men 
on the. vessel, but the two other boats 
capsized, and it is believed that altogether 
27 persons were drowned. The survivors of 
one of the crews say that instead of righting 
herself the boat remained bottom up, and that 
tive of their number were underneath it for an 
hourin water only knee deep. Threeof them 
were suffocated; the two others: were rescued. 
The disaster has cast a gloom over the town. 

The Norwegian bark Ajax sprang a leak 
southwest of Start Point. A boat was launched 
trom the vessel Harway, of Nova Scotia, to res- 
cue the crew of the Ajax. The boat went adrift, 
but two sailors of the Ajax jumped overboard 
and succeeded in overtaking it. With this boat 
the crew of the Ajax were transferred to the 
eapncir au which afterward landed them at Dart- 
mouth.

GERMANY’S STATE AFFAIRS. 
DEBATE ON THE MILITARY BILL— 

PRINCE LUITPOLD DEPARTS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—The commission on the 
Military bill continuea the discussion-.of the 
measure to-day. Gen. von Schellendorf ex- 
plained that if the bill was passed before Janu- 
ary everything would be prepared to strengthen 
the infantry regiments .with the full num- 
ber of recruits provided under the bill 
by April 1. He denied the accuracy of Herr 
Richter’s statements about the forces of France, 


and reminded the committee that the Algerian 
army corps appeared very swiftly on scenes of 
a tion in 1870. Regarding the German artillery, 
he said it was necessary that the line of division 
between ficld and foot artillery be made more 
distinct, and that teams for guns be increased. 
He took less account of the Russian than of the 
French Army. 

The Regent of Bavaria has gone to Dresden. 
The Emperor, the Crown Prince, aud other mem- 
bers of the’ imperial family accompanied the 
egent to the railway station and bade him fare- 
well. 

Dr. Junker, the African explorer, telegraphs 
thathe has arrived at Zanzibar from the inte- 
riur. Hereports that he left Emin Bey well, 
and that the latter had reduced the rebels to 
submission as far as Lardo, on the White Nile, 
whence there is a daily steamer service. 

Herr Von Herrmann, the Bavarian Deputy in 
the Bundesrath, has resigned. He is succeeded 
by Councilor Landmann, formerly editor of the 
Augsburger Allgemeine. 

Presideut Magdeburg, of a Government de- 
partment of Kassel, has been appointed Under 
Secretary of the German Ministry of Commerce. 

Itis reported that the Czar has expressed a 
desire to visit Emperor William in March on the 
occasion of the latter’s ninetieth birthday. 

More Socialists have been arrested at Frank- 
fort. There are now 47 in custody.

RUSSIA AND BULGARIA. 
&N OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF THE CZAR’S 
WISHES AND INTENTIONS, 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Dec. 10.—The Official 
Messenger says: ‘The recall of the Russian 
agents was not intended to sever the ties uniting 
Bulgaria and Russia; it only signified that 
Russia refused to recognize the legality 
of the condition of affairs under which 
an insignificant minority seized supreme 


power and imagined it was entitled to 
guide Bulgarian destinies and make the = le 
its tool. Revolutionary passions have had a 
pernicious effect upon public morality in Bul- 

aria. The Bulgarians’ peaceful disposition and 
ove of work were pledges of their future 
prosperity. Through these qualities Bulgaria 
Was making rapid progress, when the 
revolution of Philippopolis suddenly di- 
verted the country into the pat of 
dangerous political adventures which entailed 
heavy sacrifices and resulted in the present con- 
dition of affairs, which, if it continues, will end 
in anarchy and be a constant menace to peace 
in the East. Russia’s duty is to show care in 
the maintenance of peace in the East. While 
remaining on the basis of the Berlin treaty 
she intends to endeavor to remove the 

ressure which is weighing heavily upon 

ulgaria and to re-establish legal order, 
which will serve as a guarantee of future 
prosperity and justify the sacrifices Russia has 
made. The Russian Government will not accept 
any arrangenient which, under cover of legality 
will merely perpetuate the present abnormal 
conditions in Bulgaria. Russia is satisfied with 
the attitude of the Porte. She regards Turkey 
as working seriously for a pacific solution of the 
Bulgarian problem in conformity with existing 
treaties, and as being, therefore, entitled to the 
support of the powers.” 

Soria, Dec. 10.—Herr Thielman, the Ger- 
nan agent here, bas informed the Government 
that the Bulgarian deputation will be received 
at Berlin. 


Vienna, Dec. 10.—Prince Lobanoff, the 
Russian Ambassador to Austria, gave a short 
sudience to the Bulgarian delegates to-day.

A BLAOK-LISTED EMPLOYE. 


TWO RAILROAD MEN ON TRIAL FOR 
CONSPIRACY. 

Nrew-Haven, Conn., Dec. 10.—Judge 
Pickett, in the City Court, to-day, began the 
trial of Assistant Superintendent William H. 
Wallace, of the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad, and Superintendent Stacey B. Op- 
dyke, of the New-Haven and Northampton Raul- 
road, who are charged with conspiracy to injure 
Thomas F. Meaney by black-listing him. Attor- 
ney George D. Watrous, of the defense, filed a 
demurrer, which was overruled, and the 


defendants pleaded not guilty. Meaney 
was the first witness. He testified that 
he left the Northampton Road’s employ 
on Oct. 29 because Superintendent Op- 
dyke deducted three days’ pay from his wages. 
On Nov. 3 he got work in the freight yard of the 
New-York Road. and on Noy. 18 he was dis- 
charged by Assistant Yardmaster Lucy, who 
told him that he was acting under H. C. Kent- 
field's order, who was in turn directed by Mr. 
Wallace. Meaney talked with Wallace twice 
about his discharge and was told that he was 
dismissed because Wallace had had a letter 
from the Northampton officials telling of the 
way in which he left their eraploy. On Nov. 20 
R. G. Curtiss, Commissary of the Northampton 
Road, gave the witness a letter to Wallace, but 
he was not re-employed. 

At the afternoon session Meaney testified that 
he had seen the blacklist book kept by the 
Northampton Road. When applications were 
made by men for work who had previously been 
employed on other roads this book was referred 
to. There were 200 or more names in this book. 
On cross-examination Meaney admitted that he 
was never near enough to the blucklist book to 
read the items in it. R. G. Curtiss testified 
that he had no knowledge of any black-listing 
book, but that he had a notification book. 
Meaney was recalled to testify to the letter first 
written by the Northampton officers to Mr. 
Wallace. It stated that Meaney had left the 
road ina mean way and asked Wallace to dis- 
charge him until Meaney could get a letter 
from Opdyke asking his reinstatement. As- 
sistant Yardmaster Lucy testified that he told 
Meaney to go until he could get a letter from 
Opdyke; the witness was acting under orders 
from Yardmaster Kentfield, who took the stand 
and testified that he was ordered by Peter E. 
Bowman, Freight Agent, to discharge Meaney.

VIGILANTES IN BAD REPUTE 


FIVE BALD KNOBBERS AR- 

RESTED IN MISSOURI. 
ASSOCIATION FORMED TO AID IN 
EXECUTING LAW ACCUSED OF CRIMES 
AND THEN APPARENTLY DISBANDED. 

ForsyTH, Mo., Dec. 10.—The arrest of 
five members of the “Bald Knobbers” band, and 
the fact that warrants have been issued for sev- 
eral others and placed in the hands of Deputy 
United States Marshals, by United States Com- 
missioner McLain, of Springfield, who acted un- 
der instructions from District Attorney Benton, 
has created a great deal of excitement and much 
apprehension among the citizens of this and 
Douglas County. The five men arrested were 
lodged in jail at Springfield to-day, having been 
brought from Douglas County. 

This place and county, during the past two or 
three years, have been given a great deal of un- 
enviable notoriety on account of the frequent 
occurrence of crime and acts of lawlessness. It 
was this condition of affairs that led to the or- 
ganization ofthe Vigilantes now known as the 
‘** Bald Knobbers,” also called by some of the 
members ‘‘ Ball Knobbers.” On Sept. 22, 1883, 
J. M. Everett, a saloon keeper of this place, inter- 
fered to stop a quarrel between Sam Hull and Ab- 
bot G, Layton, Everett taking hold of Layton and 
forcing him intoa back room and onto the floor. 
A bystander called to Everett to let Layton up, 
and. as soon as the latter rose to his feet he shot 
the former twice, killing him instantly. Layton 
mounted a horse and escaped, but subsequently 


surrendered, and was acquitted in the Circuit 
Court here on Oct. 18, 1884. The acquittal of 
Layton nettled his enemies and the friends of 
Everett, some of whom declared that the 
criminal law was so loosely enforced it was im- 
possible to convict and legally hang a murderer 
in this judicial circuit, only one man having been 
hanged since the district was organized, and 
that before the war. Added to this was the 
prevalence, in various places, of petty thieving 
and other crimes. 

Allof this combined to influence citizens of 
all classes in the county to effeci a kind of or- 
ganization pledged to assist and aid the civil of- 
ticers in executing the law. D. R. Riggs, of this 
place, was one of the original members of the 
first organization and states that he was at the 
tirst meeting, held at night in a storeroom, with 
just 13 members present, and that J. J. Brown, 
a lawyer, drew up a set of resolutions to the ef- 
fect that the signers “ would at all times respond 
to the call of the officers to enforce obedience to 
the law.” Mr. Riggs further says that he attend- 
ed only the one meeting, and that he is of the 
opinion that they drifted into ~—- and away 
from the original purpose of the order. He is 
sure that many things are untairly charged to 
the Bald Knobbers. As time passed accessions 
were made to the organization, until 1t became 
strong in point of numbers, and. elected Capt. 
Nat N. Kinney Chief, the membership being 
divided into “legions,” each of which had its 
Besides these officers there were dis- 
trict Commanders, Lieutenants, &c. 

The first attempt of the *‘ Bald Knobbers” to 
lynch any one was made abont 1 o’clock on the 
morning of April 7, 1885, and proved futile. A 
body of armed men, numbering from 60 to 100, 
surrounded the jail here and aemanded the keys, 
which they failed to get. It is supposed that the 
ate yg of their visit was to hang Newton W. Her- 
rell, then contined in the jail awaiting trial for 
killing his stepfather, Amos Ring. On April 
10, 1885, late in the evening, Frank 
and Tubal Taylor, brothers, and Elijah 
Sublett, three young men, went to the 
store and Post Office kept by John T. Dickinson 
at Eglinton, about five miles uorth of here, 
Frank Taylor-sat down by Dickinson, and after 
the customary ‘‘good evening,” clutched him hy 
the thruat. Dickinson tried to free himself, 
when Taylor shot. him in. the mouth, the bullet 
knocking out four teeth and: taking off a portion 
of the left peerneey. Tubal Taylor and Sublett 
also took a hand.in the assault, the three firing 
tive shots, one of which struck Dickinson in the 
right shoulder and two hitting his wife 
on the cheek and head, none of the 
wounds proving fatal, however. The attempt 
to murder was incited by a grudge that Frank 
Taylor had against Dickinson, and the three 
would-be murderers, as suon as they thought 
they had finished their work, made their escape, 
hiding themselves in the caverns and durk re- 
cesses which abound in the county. Six days 
after the crime was committed the Taylors, find- 
ing that they had not killed their victim, and 
that it would perhaps be impossible for them to 
escape, sent word to Sheriff McHaffle that they 
wished to surrender on his promise of protec- 
pe and they were placed in the jail at this 
place, 

About 10 o'clock on the following night a bana 
of men, estimated at about 100, rode into the 
town, posted their guards’ at different points, 
and, with sledge hanimers, forced open the jail 
door, The two Taylors begged piteously for 
their lives, but all to no purpose. They were 
quickiy marched out and taken away. The next 
morning their bodies were found hanging to a 
limb of a scrub oak tree two and a half miles 
west ofthe town. It was generally understood 
ne the lynching was done by the Bald Knob- 

ers. 

Several other violators of the law were driven 
out of the county by them or “ warned,” but 
lately the element which it was intended to 
control seems to have obtained control of the 
organization, and areign of terror has existed 
asaresult of their midnight visits to the thinly 
settled portions of the country, where they per- 
petrated outrages of the most daring. kind. 
While it was generally concede that 
the Bald Knobbers had within their 
rauks many of the best citizens of the 
county, still there were good men and 
true who opposed them from the very tirst and 
deny that they have been or can be of any bene- 
fit to the county. Others outside the organiza- 
tion express the opinion that the Bald Knobbers 
have done much good for the people of the 
county and yet believe they bave gone too far al- 
ready, and that prosecutions in the Federal 
courts Will have a more wholesome effect than 
anything else that can be done. 

Last Spring J. J. Reynolds, an ex-member of 
the county court, who was among the number 
that always opposed the Bald Knobbers, made 
a trip to Jeffersun City and saw Gov. Marma- 
duke, hoping to obtain authority to form a militia 
company in this county and get the arms from 
the State. Adjutant-General J. C. Jameson, 
however, visited Forsyth last April and consulted 
prominent men on both sides, which resulted in 
the Bald Knobbers agreeing to formally disband. 
The day after Jameson went away nearly 
500 Bald Knobbers assembled here, formed 
into line and marched. down to the 
west side of town, then returned to a vacant lot, 
where Chief Nat N. Kinney made a speech ap- 
proving the proposed disbandment, after which 
resvlutions were read and unanimously adopted 
formally declaring the Bald Knobbers disbanded. 
However, it is claimed by some that the organ- 
ization still exists, uses its same signs and 
passwords, and is stronger than ever before, 
having a membership in several other counties 
in this State and also in Arkansas and the In- 
dian Territory.

ARCHBISHOP ELDERS EDICT. 


CATHOLIC MUSICIANS MUST NOT PER- 
FORM IN PROTESTANT CHURCHES. 

CINncINNATI, Dec. 10.—A circular issued 
by Archbishop Elder, forbidding Catholic or- 
ganists and vocalists accepting engagements in 
Protestants or Jewish choirs on pain of a re- 
fusal of the sacrament for sin committed, was 
published yesterday. The circular affects the 
choirs in several leading churches, and has 
created considerable comment. To-night Rabbi 
Wise, who loses a part of his excellent choir in 
consequence of the Archbishop’s order, devoted 
the hour of his usual Friday evening lecture to 
a review of the Archbishop’s action. The 
rabbi is one of the most learned He- 


brews in the country and Plum-Street 
Temple was crowded in consequence. of 
the announcement of his topic. is remarks 
were kindly.in spirit, but the reasoning was a 
hard blow at the stand taken by the Archbishop. 
The text was the passage, ‘‘ Have we not all 
‘* Worship,” said the rabbi, “ no 
matter where it occurs, can never be an error. 
Belief may be error, but worship cannot be. Sin 
is of two kinds—the doing of things forbidden or 
the not doing of things commanded in holy writ. 
The Catholic Church may add sin of two 
other kinds—the doing or the not do- 
ing of.things commanded by the church. 
But the church is the Pope and not Archbishop 
Elaer, and it is impossible that the Pope, while 
permitting the sacrament for sin to be adminis- 
tered to a murderer, could deny it toa musician 
who had merely joined in the worship of a 
church which draws its belief from precisely the 
same source as that from which the Catholic be- 
lief is derived from. Then Rabbi Wise argued 
that the order of the Archbishop was without 
the sanction of Rome, and would not be ap- 
proved by Rome. As to the practical side 
of the question, Rabbi Wise said: “If 
it is contamination of his people, which Arch- 
bishop Elder fears, it is of much more impor- 
tance that he forbid servants to accept places in 
Protestant or Jewish families or that he should 
forbid workingmen from taking places in fac- 
tories or elsewhere where the control is in Prot- 
estant or Jewish hands, where the contamina- 
tion reaches through the whole week, than that 
he should debar|his singers from assisting in 
Protestant or Jewish worsbip for a single hour 
in the week.” Rabbi Wise closed by saying that 
it was the purpose of religion to bring the peo- 
ple together rather than to separate them and 
picturing the effect upon Catholics were Protest- 
ants and Hebrews to join in a discrimination 
against them. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10.—The attention 
of Archbishop Ryan was called to the or- 
der of Archbishop Elder this morning, 
with the request that he would give some 
information of the action of the Plenary 
Council on the question, but he replied that to 
the best of his knowledge no discussion had 
been had on the subject. ‘Itis a long-established 
rule of the church,” he said, ‘that singers and 
musiciaus who are members shall not use their 
talents in other churches, and I take it that 
Archbishop Elder haS8 merely made this an- 
nouncement to call the attention of 
those who may have disregarded the require- 
ment to their offense, ‘The Plenary Council, to 
the best of my recollection, did not oceupy any 
of its time with the question, for the reason that 
no legislation was required. [am not aware 
that any vocalists of our church here are singers 
in Protestant churches. The principle is well 
established, and the chureh deals with this 
offense as it does with others. Of course, if we 
have members who desire to sing in other 
churches.they are at perfect liberty to exercise 
their individual rights, but the moment they do 


-80 they cease to belong to the Rowan Catholie 


Church, and can only return to it in the same 
manner as those who for other offenses have 
been remeved from its protection.” Concerning 
the decree recentiy issued by Archbishop Ryan 
that hereafter the Catholic charities would not 
be allowed.to accept money raised by balls, the 
Archbishop said there was nothing to add to 
what already has been published. * The Plenary 
Council decreed it,” he said, * and I promulgated 
the order, and I must. decline to express any 
opinion of the action of the council.”

MR. SYKES’S TRANSACTIONS. 

CuicaGo, Dec, 10.—The case of James W. 
Sykes, proprietor of a seed warehouse in Michi- 
gan-avenue, was again brought to public notice 
to-day by his arrest on a criminal process on the 
charge of issuing a false warehouse receipt to 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company, 


Sykes, it is alleged, borrowed $37,000, 
a large portion of it being from the 
Merchunts’ Loan and Trust Company, 
depositing as collateral warehouse receipts. 
When he made an assignment, Oct. 4, 
investigation. showed that 2,200 bags 
of Timothy seed, valued at $15,500, 
and for which he had given’ the 
warehouse receipts as security, could not be 
found. He was thereupon arrested and adwit- 
ted to bail in the sum of $47,500. The 
warrant issued by Justice Lyon to-day 
charges him with fraudvlently disposing of 
the timothy seed and also with issuing a false 
Warehouse receipt to obtain the loan he desired. 
His bonds were tixed at$18.000. The inventory 
of assets filed in the County Court after the as- 
signment amounted to $47,000, 


A MATE ACCUSED OF MURDER. 
BRUNSWICK, Ga., Dec. 10.—J. 8. Titcomb, 
mate of the schooner M. B. Millen, was arrested 
to-day on a charge of murdering Capt. W. R. 
Young, former master of the vessel. Capt. 
Young died suddenly at sea Aug. 1, on a voyage 


from Satilla River to Rio de Janeiro, and the 
seamen allege that the mate poisoned him. The 
evidence is wholly circumstantial. Some of the 
crew swear that Titcomb remarked one day with 
an oath, “I will give the Captain a dose 
that will settle him.” The mute then went 
below and 20 minutes afterward the Captain 
died. Titcomb took charge of the ship and car- 
ried her into Rio, Consul-General Armstrong 
held an investigation aud dismissed Titcomb 
Capt. Frank Dyer, of Maine, joined the vessel 
there and brought her back to this port, with 
Titcomb as first mate. Dyer swore out a war- 
rant. Titeomb denies the charge and says it 
was trumped up by the crew. He is from Maine, 
but joined the vessel in New-York. The schooner 
is owned here. Titcomb will be given a hearing 
to-morrow,

A RAILWAY CROSSING ACCIDENT. 
NEW-HAVEN, Dec. 10.—Merritt B. Scott 
and John Lyons drove down Grand-avenue this 
morning and reached the grade crossing of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad 
just as engine No, 47, with a pay car attached, 


came backing down. The safety gates had been 
raised during the night aud were frozen up. 
Gatetender John Starkey had gone into the 
switch house to get oil tostart the gates, aud did 
not see the team or train approaching. Scott 
didn’t see the danger until it was too late, and 
the pay car smashed the wagon to pieces and 
hurled the two men into the air. Scott struck a 
switch and his body bounded back under the 
wheels. He was picked up with a fractured 
skull and two badly crushed legs. Lyons escaped 
with a broken leg and serious bruises. Scott was 
taken to the hospital, where his right leg was 
amputated. Starkey was suspended by the rail- 
way oflicers.

The contractors, it is said, have 
received their money from the railroad company, 
and the company claims it is not responsible for 
the debts. Itis said there are several thousand 
dollars due the Italians. The railroad company 
will take steps to prevent further destruction of 
their property.

MR. NEWCOMBE GETS ANGRY 


AND WANTS TO DENY ONE OF 
DUFFY'S STATEMENTS. 

A LITTLE SENSATION IN THE M’QUADE 
TRIAL YESTERDAY — THE LYDDY 
BROTHERS’ PROFITABLE ENTERPRISE. 


Although the. McQuade trial didn’t result 
in bringing out any new testimony of importance 
against McQuade yesterday, it was by no means 
a day devoid of interest. The little court room 
was packed at all three of the sessions with a 


crowd of people made up of witnesses sum-~ 


moned for the defense, or of petty ward politi- 
cians who yearn for the time when they/may 
have an opportunity to become such a stellar at- 
traction as McQuade and the other indicted 
Aldermen noware. To them the muddling up of 
Duffy in his testimony was one of the highest 
possible achievements in the legal art, and they 
listened to it with deepest interest, smiling 
broadly and chucking one another under the ribs 
with delight whenever a point was scored 
against Duffy and in McQuade’s favor. They 
had a sensation they enjoyed when Mr. New- 
combe wanted to go on the witness stand to con- 
tradict Duffy’s statement that Newcombe had 
advised bim to perjure himself before the Senate 
Investigating Committee, and they looked with 
ill concealed admiration upon the two Lyddy 
brothers, who told how they had coolly “ struck” 
the Broadway Surface Railroad Company for 
$12,500 by one week’s work. But they had a 
tedious time at the evening session, which was 
devoted entirely to the reading of records of the 
proceedings of the meetings of the Board of Al- 
derinen from the time the Broadway Road's 
franchise was first asked for, early in 1884, to 
the time that the franchise was finally granted, 
in December of the same year. Mayor Edson’s 
vetoes, court proceedings, and opinions of the 
Corporation Counsel were also read and putin 
as a necessary formality. 

Ex-Senator Duffy was on the stand for cross- 
examination when the court opened for the day, 
and for an hour he answered the questions put 
to him by Messrs. Newcombe and Nicoll, who re- 
spectively conducted the cross and redirect ex- 


aminations. Duffy first showed the way in which 
Aldermen conduct business by asserting that he 
signed and swore to an answer to a complaint in 
au injunction suit brought by Mayor Edson, seek- 
ing torestrain the Aldermen from granting a 
tranchise to the Broadway Surface Company. 
after he found that his veto was of no avail, 
without reading it. Duffy also acknowledged 
that after Fullgraff had been seized with remorse 
and made his confession the two met at Inspect- 
or Byrnes’s residence and compared notes as to 
what they remembered of the meetings of the 
“combine.” He got considerably muddled, of 
course, and was apparently quite happy when 
Mr. Newcombe had finished with him. Then Mr. 
Nicoll took him in hand. 

“ You don’t mean to say that you deliberately 
committed perjury at the time of McQuade’s 
first trial, as you yesterday said you did, uo 
you ?” asked Mr. Nicoll. 

* No, Sir,” he replied, “I only made mistakes 
then, that’s all.” 

Then Mr. Nicoll led him to a consideration of 
his testimony before the Senate investigating 
committee. 

“ Did you have aconference with any of the 
members of the ‘combine’ befure you testified 
before the Senate committee as to what you 
should testify toin case you were examined ?’ 
he asked. 

‘“ Yes, Sir,” was his reply, and Mr. Newcombe 
fidgeted nervously about in bis seat. 

‘““Where was it that such a consultation was 
held ?” 

* At Mr. Newcombe’s office. I talked it over 
with Mr. McCabe,and fixed up the statement 
that was made to the committee. Mr. Newcombe 
advised us to do so,” 

Gen. Tracy began a series of objections and 
Mr, Nicoll was informed by the Reeorder that he 
must not pursue tuat line of examination in the 
way he was doing. But the Recorder pursued the 
saine line by asking: 

“Mr. Duify, you say you were told to testify 
as you did before the Senate committee; now, 
who told you so?” 

* Mr. Newcombe.” 

That brought about the sensation of the morn- 
ing. Mr. Newcombe sprang to his feetand glared 
at Duffy and called fora halt in the proceed- 
ings. But Mr. Nicoll didn't halt, and before Mr. 
Newcombe could successfully interfere Duffy 
had stated that he had met other persons besides 
McCabe at Mr. Newcombe’s office, but could nut 
give their names. 

Mr. Newcombe was mad clear through, and 
made no attempt to conceal hisanger. There 
was more than the usual pallor in his face. His 
customarily easy, nonchalant manner was aban- 
doned, and as the witness (Duify) was leaving 
the stand he said: 

‘* Now, your Honor, at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings I ask permission to go upon the witness 
stand and deny the foul calumny of that villain- 
ous witness, who is unfit to live with honest men 
or be mn their company.” 

But the Recorder would not permit him to go 
upon the witness stand then, and said: “ You 
shall bave that privilege, Mr. Newcombe, at the 
proper time.” 

Gen, Tracy and ex-Senator Grady were on 
their feet also, and the former assumed his most 
dramatic manner to urge that his associate be 
allowe | to go upon the witness stand. 

“Shall a member of the Bar—” he began. 

But he got no further, for the Recorder quietly 
remarked: ‘A member of the Bar stands in the 
—. position in this case that any other man 

ves.” 

“Then I ask,” he continued, “if any man must 
sleep a night with the foul and perjured imputa- 
tion of a man like that resting upon him. Shall 
this terrivie accusation be allowed to go broad- 
cast throughout the country without the anti- 
doteto the poison accompanyingit? That would 
be the foulest injustice to my brother and asso- 
ciate, and in his behalf, as an act of justice to 
hita as @ wan, a lawyer, and an officer of this 
court, I ask that he now be permitted to go on the 
stand and at once refute the foul charge that this 
wretched perjurer bas just uttered, both by bis 
word and by written evidence, which will prove 
conclusively that the witness is a liar.” 

But the Recorder refused to interfere with 
the regular order of proceedings, saying that 
Mr. Newcombe should have opportunity to take 
the witness stand and make such statement as 
he saw fitat the proper time. His prompt offer 
to make a denial was a sufficient antidote now. 
Mr. Duffy had left the court room, the evidence 
of anger disappeared from the counsel’s face 
with him, and the monotonous and featureless 
portion of the State’s case to corroborrate the 
stories of the informers was begun. 

Gen. Tracy sang his monotonous, but to him 
seemingly very interesting, song of “* That’s ob- 
jected to as immaterial, irrelevant, and incompe- 
tent evidence against the accused.” Nobody 
paid much attention to him while he took this 
method of earning his fee. and so he chewed 
candy and between bites sang his song, once ina 
while loud enough to interrupt the thread of the 
story ofa witness and induce the Recorder to 
— this response: ‘* Objection overruled. Take 
anexception.” Then the General would remark: 
** Note my exception,” and resume chewing the 
candy, furnished by Col. Fellows, possidly as a 
means of keeping the General from objecting to 
every question asked and dragging out the trial 
for several additional days. 

John J. Quinlan, an accountant at the Green- 
wich Savings Bank, told how late in December, 
1884, McQuade paid up a mortgage of $4,500 
held by the bank on some of his property, paying 
the sum named in “as large bills as could be 
used to pay thatsum.” Broker John T. Thom 
son, of No. 64 Broadway, also told how McQuade 
bought, late in the same month,. 100 shares of 
Western Union stock, and paid $5,987 50 for it 
in large bills. George YV. Powell, a mechanical 
engineer, who had been engaged by the Broud- 
way Surface Road, told how “Billy” Moloney 
was a frequent visitor at the company’s office, 
which was also the law office of Robinson, Scrib- 
ner & Bright, at about the time the resolution 
granting the franchise was passed by the Alder- 
men over the Mayor’s veto, 

Ex-Alderman Charles B. Waite then told the 
jury his story of the morning meeting of Aug. 30, 
at which the resolution granting the franchise 
to the Broadway Road was passed over the May- 
or’s veto. [t was the same story he has told sev- 
eral times, and the only addition of any conse- 
quence was the assertion that the public door 
to the Aldermanic Chamber was locked until 
after the resolution was passed, and he knew it 
because he tried it and found it locked. It was 
he also who ordered it opened. During his cross- 
examination Mr. Newcombe started one of his 
questiuns with ‘*Now Mr. Duffy—” 

‘““My name is Waite” quickly interposed the 
witness.” 

«And when I beg your pardon for having 
called you Duffy” said Mr. Newcombe, “I mean 
what I say, that I most humbly beg your pardon 
for having unintentionally disgraced you.” 

Reporter J. Frank Kernan, who discovered 
the secret morning meeting of the board, and 
who announced himself as a “ journalist” em- 
ployed on the Herald, testified that the public 
door to the board room was locked during the 
proceedings, and that he heard what was going 
on H securing adinission to the cloak room sur- 
reptitiously. After the meeting he saw O'Neil 
and Wendel in Morrow’s barber shop and “ se- 
cured information that enabled me to formulate 
materially the remainder of my report,” What- 
ever that may mean. Mr. Osborne E. Bright, of 
Robinson, Scribner & Bright, testitied that his 
firm had secured the order d solving the in- 
junction obtained by the Lyddy Brothers and 


imes. 


had been instrumental in having the morning 
or called at which the franchise was 
passed by the Aldermen before another injunc- 
tion should be obtained. 

Then James M. Lyddy, of the law firm which 
includes himself and his brothers William M.and 
Daniel R. Lyddy, told how he obtained an in- 
junction against the Board of Aldermen to pre- 
vent them trom passing the resolution granting 
a franchise to the Broadway Road over the May- 
or’s veto, on behalf of another of his brothers, 
boom gl of a small grocery at New-Church, Green- 
wich, and Morris streets. The firm consented to 
the dissolution of their injunction on payment by 
Mr. Charles Alexander, of Alexander & Green, 
of $12,500 in cash. When this money was paid a 
release from all claims against the Broadway 
Railroad Company was signed. The witness, on 
his cross-examination by Gen. Tracy, said he 
had advised the bringing of the suit, acted as 
counsel, and had advised its settlement. 

“How much of the $12,500 did your client 
get?” asked Gen. Tracy. 

“That is a matter between attorney and 
client,” replied the witness. 

“Isn't it a fact that your brother and yourself 
kept $11,500 and gave the plaintiff $1,000 ?” 

“TI decline to answer, as that is wholly a mat- 
ter between the client and his attorney.” 

The witness then explained that Mr. Alex- 
ander came to him after the suit was brought 
and wanted to know what the suit could be 
settled for, and asked the witness to talk busi- 
ness at once. He proposed $15,000 and Mr. 
Alexander offered to give $10,000. Witness 
told Mr. Alexander that he would have to con- 
sult with other parties before he settled the 
matter. : 

“Did you think $15,000 a fair claim against 
the company ?’ asked Gen. Tracy. 

“T can’t say what I thought.” 

“Did your brother claim $15,000 as pro- 
spective damages to his property some distance 
trom Broadway ?”’ 

**No; I asked what I thought I conld strike 
them for.” ' 

* And you finally settled for $12,500 1n cash ?” 

“Tunderstand that was the amount paid to 
my brother, who was associate counsel in the 
case.” 

“* And he got a check for that amount ?” 

“No, Sir; the sum was paid himin bills.” 

William M. Lyddy corroborated bis brother’s 
statement about releasing all claims, and con- 
senting to a dissolution of the injunction on pay- 
ment of $12,500. 

Mr. Newcombe was yesterday the recipient of 
a couple of letters from anonymous parties, 
threatening him with personal injury unless he 
stopped his persecution of the witness, Duffy. 
One of these wasfrom a man apparently well 
educated, and the other from an illiterate per- 
son. Mr. Newcombe read the letters, laughed 
over them, tore them up, and threw the pieces 
away. 

Two jurors—Messrs. Woodruff and Musgrove— 
were last evening informed, in response to their 
requests, that they would be — to see 
their wives for 10 minutes, in the presence of a 
court officer to-day about important family 
affairs, and Juror Davis was given permission to 
go toa bank in company with a court officer to 
attend to some necessary bankingjbusiness. 

Of the latest sensational story about the Mc- 
Quade trial, published in an evening paper yes- 
terday, and detailing how five of the jury had 
been * fixed” in the interest of the accused, with 
broad hints of collusionin the scheme by the 
prosecution, District Attorney Martine said last 
evening that he intended to take action concern- 
iug the publication at the earliest opportunity. 

‘*The story is a pack of lies from beginning to 
end,” added Mr. Martine. 

** Wholly manufactured,” put in Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows. 

‘And absolutely without foundation,” re- 
oe Assistant District Attorney De Lancey 
Nicoll. 

Regarding that part of the story which im- 
puted to the District Attorney the crime of act- 
ing in the interest of John Keenan, Mr. Martine 
seemed to be determined to bring the 
writer or the article and the others con- 
nected with the newspaper which published 
the yarn toa realizing sense of the danger of 
traducing public officials on flimsy grounds. To- 
day the District Attorney will take steps to dis- 
cover the authorof the story, and will obtain 
the alleged sources of the writer’s information. 
The matter may be laid before the Grand Jury 
in case satisfactory explanations are not made. 


DUFFY AND FULLGRAFF. 
A PLAN TO SECURE THEIR PUNISHMENT 
FOR PERJURY. 

Some of the political and personal friends 
of the indicted Aldermen of the board of 1884 
have a novel scheme of revenge on hand for in- 
formérs Fullgraffand Duffy. The managers of 
this scheme think that the two “squeaiers” have 
got off too easily simply by confession, and are 
determined that they shall be punished, in spite 
of theimmunity promised by District Attorney 
Martine. Their plan needs the assistanceof the 
State Senators, which they feel contident can be 
secured. So they propose to have a resolution 


introduced in the Senate raising a special cont 
mittee to investigate the railroad business done 
by the present Board of Aldermen, and to clear 
up, if possible, any mystery that may be still 
surrounding the Broadway matter, incidentally. 

This committee, if the plan of the schemers 
works, is to hold its sessions in Albany, and is to 
summon before it Messrs. Fullgraff and Duffy 
as experts on railroad franchise matters. Once 
before them they are to be “ pumped,” not only 
in reference to the transactions of the present 
board, but to those of past boards of which thty 
have been members. The testimony of these 
two men both before the Senate committee of 
this year and on the McQuade trials is now a 
matter of record. Whatever story they tell in 
Albany to the proposed committee must be con- 
firmatory either of the testimony on the trial or 
of that before the Senate committee of the 
present year. In either event the witnesses 
will be compelled to admit that they 
committed perjury in one story or the otber. 
Then, say the schemers, Fullgraff and Duffy will 
be arrested for perjury confessed in Albany 
County, and after their arrest there they have 
no doubt the Grand Jury will indict them. The 
perjury can easily be proved if indictments are 
found and the men sent to State soma to join 
Jaehne. In case the jury before whom McQuade 
is now being tried convicts him the course out- 
lined will certainly be pursued. If he is acquit- 
ted the matter is to be dropped and the inform- 
ers left to the tender mercies of the people of 
Morrisania and Duifyville respectively. In case 
of a disagreement of the jury the plan proposed 
will be carried out if possible. 

The attention of District Attorney Martine 
was called to the little plan last evening. He 
hadn’t heard of it, but acknowledged that it was 
a very shrewd one. If it could be successfully 
carried out and the two informers be made to 
perjure themselves or confess to having perjured 
themselves he could see no way to prevent them 
from being punished for it. His promise of im- 
munity applied only to crimes committed in the 
past, and he could not protect them, he freely 
confessed, from any crimes they might commit 
in the future. 

Friends of McQuade to whom the project was 
made known yesterday indorsed it most hearti- 
ly, and are much rejoiced over the prospect of 
being able to send the two informers up to Sing 
Sing, where, they say, “those two duffers are 
trying to send Arthur.” The prime movers in 
the scheme sxy they have the promise of the as- 
sistance of two of the Senators from this city in 
trying to carry out their plan of revenge.

MESSRS. STRASSER AND GOM- 
PERS VERY ANGRY. 
POWDERLY’S PECULIAR METHODS—AN: 
OTHER “SECRET CIRCULAR” BROUGRT 

TO LIGHT. 

Cotumsus, Ohio, Dec. 10.—A story exe 
planatory of the deadly antagonism that ex- 
ists between Mr. Powderly and certain leaders 
of trades unions was discovered by THE 
TIMES’s correspondent to-day. Of course there 
is a “secret” circular at the bottom of it, and 
naturally the “secret” circular was issyed by 
Mr. Powderly. In spite of the unfortunate 
effect of nearly every “secret” circular he has 
written, he cannot apparently divest him- 
self of his mania in that direction. He 
evidently considers it a detail of the 
mummery of the order that must not on 
any account be neglected. In this particular 
“ secret” circular, however, he throws discretion 
to the winds and makes a number of statements 
that he cannot substantiate, though he may be 


required to make the effort. The circular is en- 
titled, ‘The Order and the Cigarmakers.” It 
contains 48 pases, but most of these comprise a 
transcript of the testimony taken during the in- 
vestigation of the fight between the Knights and 
cigarmakers in New-York City in the beginring 
of the year. The pith is contained in the first 
few pages. The circularis dated Philadelphia, 
July 2, 1886, and begins as usual, ‘* To theorder, 


SETI greeting.” It then continues as fol- 
ows: 


“The General Executive Board has decided to issue 
the following circular that our members may fully 
understand the exact position of the Knights ot 
Labor in its relation to the International Cigar 
makers’ Union. On March 3 Messrs. Strasser. 
Kirschner, and other ofticers of the International 
Cigarmakers’ Union met with the General Execu- 
tive Board in Philadelphia and made complaint that 
unfair people were organized with the order. After 
an all-day session on the case we promised as soon 
as time and opportunity would permit to go to New- 
York, make an investigation, and if proved that 
such charges were well founded to revoke their 
charter, for this organization will not be made a 
refuge tor unprincipled and unfair people. The first 
act of Mr. Strasser after leaving us, and before his 
complaint could get any consideration, was to issue 
a letter and mail it to Brother Powderly in New. 
York, when he was positive Powderly was still in 
Philadelphia, allof which proved conclusively that 
he had no confidence in the proposed investigation 
vindicating his complaints. The letter was dated 
March 6, and may be found in the minutes of the 
special session of the General Assembly, page 30.” 

Since the date of the above letter Mr. Strasser 
and his colleagues have been constantly sending cir- 
culars and men through the order to boycott all 

oods except those bearing their international blue 
abel and have charged the General Master Work. 
man and the balance of the General Executive 
Board with co-operating in the organization of scabs 
into the order. The officers of the Cigarmakers’ In- 
ternational Union knew when they were flingin 
their charges broadcast that there were upward 0 
68,000 of the Knights of Labor and trades unions 
engaged in a life and death struggle for liv- 
ing wages. The Southwest strike was in 
progress, and at that time, when it 
was the plain duty of every man (with a spark of 
union feeling in his breast) to stretch forth the hand 
of symathy, the chief officers of the Cigarmakers’ 
International Union (to their eternal shame be it 
said) refused to exercise a moment’s patience, and 
violated every — le of unionism by charging oz 
our rear while the militia of Illinois, in obedience ta 
the order from corporate wealth, were drowning the 
cry of the oppressed in the roar of musketry and 
feeding the hungry with cold lead and steel. Such con. 
duct cannot be explained. Nowhere in the history of 
the labor movement does its parallel exist. But one 
reasor can be assigned for the unaccountable actions 
of the officers of the International Union, and that is 
that men who indulge to excess in the use of intoxi- 
cants cannot transact business with cool heads. On 
two occasions the men who came to Philadelphia to 
confer with the General Executive Board were too 
full for utterance. The General Executive Board 
has never had the pleasure of meeting with 
Mr. Gompers when he was sober.. What these 
men expected to accomplish by their acts 
and efforts to destroy the Knights of Labor is 
hard to understand, the order being the power that 
has made it possible for their union to prosper. 
offers made in the interests of peace and harmony 
were rejected and scorned by the officers of the [nter- 
national Union saying their constitution would not 
allow them to work with Knights of Labor who are 
not members of the Internatioual Union. We then 
Tequested them to changé their constitution so as to 
enable them to receive our cards on equality. We have 
never discriminated in the past in favor of our label 
as against theirs, only asked that our members see 
that cigars beara union label assuring them that 
the goods were made by hohest labor. The position 
we have always occupied and still adhere to is that 
our cards be received on an equality with theirs; 
that our members be allowed to work in shops under 
the control of the International Union and vice 
versa. In other words, we are willing to place our 
organization, with its hundreds of thousands of 
members, on the same footing with their organiza- 
tion containing but 18,000 members. Up tothepres- 
ent we have not said or done anything to the injury 
of this Cigarmakers’ Union, neither do we intend to 
lay a straw in the way of the success of that or any 
other organization. Butin defense of the Knights 
of Labor and our actions as general officers, itis 
necessary that the order should hear a full state. 
ment of the facts bearing ou the case. With that 
purpose in view. we have compiled a full and com. 
plete review of all the facts elicited through the in. 
vestigation made by the General Executive 
Board as to the cause of the trouble and 
complaints made by the executive officers of the 
International Union a copy of which is mailed with 
this. And we trust that every person in the order 
will read this statement so that if the International 
Union charge that we are organizing scabs, rats, or 
black sheep the order and its officers can be defend- 
ed. The pressure of ay upon the board made it 
impossible to go to New-York until March 13, when 
Brothers Hayes, Bailey, and Barry left Philadelphia. 
The investigation was begun on March 16, after 
due notice had been given to the parties interest- 
ed. It was continued with intervals until near the 
meeting of the General Assembly on May 24, when 
we were compelled to close the case, notwithstand. 
ing the representatives of District Assembly No. 49 
had not been fully heard, a fact which, nevertheless, 
is of little moment, as nearly all the testimony di- 
rected against that district assembly was merely 
based on hearsay evidence. Knights of Labor must 
not boycott goods bearing either the blue seal or 
white label of the order. This order is imperative 
and must be obeyed.

Although ‘‘every person in the order” is re- 
quested to read the circular, Powderly must 
have taken precautions to prevent it from fall- 
ing into the hands of these he was not sure of, 
for there are a uumber of Knights here who nev- 
er saw or heard of it. Adolph Strasser, who is 
one of the persons referred to in the circular, 
has been President of the Internationa: Union 
for some years, and is considered one of the 
ablest trades tinionists in the country. Acecord- 
ing to the testimony of several Knights who 
have known him for years he is entirely unde- 
serving of the abuse showered on him by Pow 
derly, and his reputation is certainly not that of 
» deaking man, much less that of a drunkard. 
When the circular was brought to his attention 
he wrote the following communication and 
handed it to THE TIMESs’s correspondent: 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 10, 1886 
An Open Letter to T. V. Powderly, Frederick Turner, 
John W. Hayes, W. H. Bailey, and 7. B. Barry,

GENTLEMEN: During the month of July, 1856, « 
48.page pamphlet entitled ‘* The Order and the Cigar- 
makers” was circulated to the entire order of the 
Knights of Labor containing the followiug sentences:

One week previous tothe Richmond Conven- 
tion I called on you in company with Messrs. Fits- 
patrick, McGuire, Evans, Weihe, Pasco, and lyer, 
on which occasion you promised me to print the 
names of the officers of the International Union 
referred to in the pamphlet. I have patiently walted 
until now for such an explanation and probably 
would not have mentioned it nuw had it not come to 
my knowledge that since the adjournment of the 
late Richmond Convention a number of individuals 
made it their business tocirculate those slanders 
broadcast throughout the United States and Canada. 
After you failed to abide by your promise, given in 
the presence of witnesses, 1 bave come to the con- 
elusion that the entire matter is a base fabrication 
and infamous slander, calculated to destroy a well 
established and honorable reputation of the organ. 
ization I represent. It is needless to say that the 
attempt will prove a complet» failure and eventually 
recoil upon its originators.

Samuel Gompers is Vice-President of the In- 
ternational Union, and has been connected with 
it—except for six months—since its organiza 
tion in 1864. Mutual friends of Powderly and 
Gompers, who are Knights, have expfessed 2 
willingness to make affidavit that they never 
saw Mr.Gompersin the condition described in 
Powderly’s circular.

slanters, which are ordered to be read in Assem- 
blies of the order first, while that which 
would give them the lie, their own version 
s of the testimony will scarcely be touched. It seems 


to me that abuse from that quarter comes with very 
bad grace. Nomanhas ever charged me with seil- 
ing toeither corporate or private wealth the inter- 
ests of workingmen with which I have been in- 
trusted. The strikes of the collar and cuff laundry 
people of Cohoes, the clothing cutters of New-York, 
the railroad people in the Southwest, the beef and 
pork butchers of Chicago, which the General Execu- 
tive Board of the Knights of Labor have had in 
charge, have all had one result—that when the em- 
ployers refused to accede to the terms of the work- 
people the board has acceded to the demands 
otthe employers. It is amatter of public notoriety 
that the order from Mr. Powderly that the Chicago 
butchegs should return to work was made public 
quite a time before the officers of the order in Chi- 
cago received it. I do not charge that Mr. Powderly 
was bribed to betray the interests of the working 
people, but I assert that a man in his position who 
was bribed could do the work of the employers no 
better. These men are not, I claim, the representa- 


tives of the bona fide labor movement of the 
country, Two of them are grocery’ store 
keepers, (Turner and Hayes,) another ex-Chief 


of the Shawnee police, (Bailey,) while the other two 
have been tloating like scum on the top of a portion 
of the labor movement, seeking to divert it to their 
own personal ends.

There is one particular statement made in the 
circular that deserves special attention, as it 
5 shows that under the cover of secrecy Powderly 
has no compunction to sheer clear of the truth. 
He claims that the international union “ charged 
the Knights in the rear, while the militia of Illi- 
nois,in obedience to the order from corporate 
wealth, were drowning the cry of the oppressed 
in the roar of musketry and feeding the hungry 
with cold lead and steel.” That sort of state- 
ment is supposed by Powderly to take well with 
his followers, but there is not a particle of truth 
init. The militia of Illinois was not called out 
*in obedience to the order from corporate 
wealth,” but by order of the Governor of Illinois, 
and not until he had been repeatedly warned by 
the Sheriff of the county of which East St. Louis 
forms a part that great destruction to life and 
property would ensue unless he did so. The 
militia did not drown anybody’s cry in the roar 
of musketry or feed any hungry on cold lead and 
steel. They simply remained at East 8t. Louis 
until the strike was for the third time ordered 
off by Powderly. who was obeyed simply because 
the strikers were utterly beaten. The moral ef- 
fect of the militia’s presence was all that was 
necessary to quell the destructive spirit of some 
of the strikers. The soldiers carried home just 
as much ammunition as they bad brought with 
them. Regarding Mr. Powderly’s strictures on 
Strasser and Gompers, those men speak for 
themselves. Powderly may not have reflected 
that their tight would be taken up by other lead- 
ing trades unionists, but such is the case, An-

THE KNIGHTS IGNORED. 

CotumBus, Ohio, Dec. 10.—Powderly’s 
tommittee of Knights went home to-day as 
empty handed as they came. Upon conferring 
with the Trade Unionist Committee they soon 
discovered that they had merely come to spy out 
the land. They had nothing to offer and were 
forced to admit that they were powerless to en- 


force any agreement that might be made. The 
Knights said they had come with the object of 
devising means for the settlement of past 
differences and the prevention of further 
troubles between their order and_ the 
trades unions. They were asked if 
they had a copy of the treaty that was 
ysresented tothe Cleveland Convention of the 
‘nights by the Trade Unions’ Committee. No, 
they hadn’t. What had become of that treaty? 
They understood it had been referred to a com- 
mittee and been adversely reported. Had they 
a substitute forit? No. The unionists promptly 
laid acopy of the old treaty before them, and 
said it contained their sentiments. It was 
in short a warning to the Knights to 
keep their hands off it, they desired peace. 
The Knighte confessed their lack of power 
to accept it. They then said they were in- 
structed to “talk over matters” with the 
conference and to report. Report to whom? 
To Philadelphia; but they couldn’t say that 
their report would be laid before the next con- 
vention of the Knights at Minneapolis. The 
trades unionists saw that nothing was to be 
gained by prolonging the meeting, and the 
Knights took the next train for home. During 
the consultation President Strasser referred in 
rather heated terms to Powderly’s ‘secret’ cir- 
cular relating to “the order and the cigar- 
makers.” At to-day’s session of the Trades Con- 
ference a resolution favoring political action by 
organized labor was adopted. The conference 
will probably finish its work and adjourn to- 
morrow evening.

DANGEROUS LEDGE IN EAST RIVER. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The United States 

Coast Survey furnishes the following notice to 
mariners: Capt. George Clark, who has been in 
charge of tugs employedin the vicinity of New- 
York, having reported through the Hydro- 
graphic Office, Navy Department, the existence 
of an uncharted ledge between Lawrence's Point 
and the Middle Ground (Sunken Meadow Shoal) 
Buoy, East River, New-York, Lieut. C. P. Per- 
kins, United States Navy, Assistant, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, commanding the schooner 
Eagre, was directed to examine the locality. He 
found an abrupt. narrow, and dangerous 
ledge lying in the same general direc- 
tion as the Middie Ground, and about 
160 yards northwest three-quarters north 
from the dock on the northern side of 
Lawrence’s Point. The soundings over the ledge 
are very irregular, showing # rough, rocky bot- 
tom. The least depth of water over it is 13 feet, 
on the following bearings, taken from Coast and 
Geodetic Survey chart No. 369: North Brother 
Lighthouse, northeast by east 1,695 yards; 
Negro Point Biuff, (end of bluff southeastern side 
of Ward’s Island,) southwest three-quarters 
west, westerly 1.200 yards; southern extremity 
of Randall’s Island, west northwest three- 
eighths west, westerly 1,320 yards. The ledge 
diverts the current on either side very strongly, 
and causes the water to ‘boil’ toa marked de- 
gree on both ebb and flood tides. To avoid the 
ledge when passing between the Middle Ground 
and Lawrence’s Point. on a northeasterly or 
southwesterly course, keep the Lawrence’s Point 
shore the best aboard.

The Tammany Hall Committee on Organ- 
gation last night adopted a resolution offered 
by Richard Croker for the Committee of Twenty- 
four dividing the Twenty-fourth Assembly Dis-

Joseph J. Marrin objected to 
the new arrangement, and presented the resigna- 
tion of Col. Edward T. Wood as leader in the 
Assembly district. The resignation was not ac- 
cepted, but Mr. Croker’s resolution was. 

The call for the primary elections to be held 
on Dec. 28, between the hours of 7:30 and 9 
P. M., was then read, after which a committee of 
three was appointed to prepare resolutions on 
the death of the late ex-President Arthur. Res- 
olutions of regret at the death of Congressman 
Dowdney were offered by Congressman-elect W. 
Bourke Cockran and were adopted by a stand- 
ing vote. The Tammany General Committee 
will meet on Friday evening next.

THE FISHERIES CORRESPONDENCE SENT 
TO THE HOUSE FIRST—A BAD OUT- 
LOOK FOR THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 10.—A _ significant 
variation from usual official etiquette occurred 
in connection with the recently published fisher- 
ies correspondence. The rule in such matters 
has been forthe Department of State to trans- 
mit the original correspondence to the Senate. 

In this instance it was forwarded to the House, 

duplicate copies being sent te the Senate at a 

later period. It is asserted that this change of 

routine was not accidental, but was designed to 
mark the State Department’s appreciation of the 
conservative and considerate course pursued 
by the House Foreign Affairs Committee, as 
contrasted with the opposite conduct of the For- 
eign Relations Committee of the Senate, during 
the whole of the last session of Congress. Until 
that session began, relations between the Senate 
committee and the State Department, through 
all changes of Administration, were always of 
the most confidential character, and had never 
been interrupted by the temporary preponder- 
ance of one party or the otherin the Senate. 

Secretary Bayara, so long an honored member of 

the Senate, is said to feel deeply aggrieved at 

the course which the present Senate committee

has chosen to pursue, in virtually 
suspending the confidential interchange 
of views on important international 
questions. He particularly regrets the 


committee’s action in appointing a sub-commit- 


tee to go to New-England and raise up hostility 
to the Administration on the fisheries question, 
when, as the Secretary thinks is now made plain 
by the pv eins => nanmae 8 purport of which the 
Senate committee could have ascertained if it 
had chosen to do so contidentially,) every 
proper step was being taken to maintain the 
national honor in this regard. It is claimed by 
Mr. Bayard’s friends that the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, for the sake of making polit- 
ical campaign capital, delegated a sub-commit- 
tee to investigate the fisheries question, the 
only members of which who went to New- 
England for that purpose were Messrs. Edmunds 
and Frye, who were committed in advance 
to the extreme New-Englahd view of the ques- 
tion, and Mr. Sauisbury, Mr. Bayard’s heredi- 
tary opponent in Delaware. It is charged that 
the committee did not attempt to make an jm- 
partial investigation into the facts and that 
Senator Frye in particular lost no opportunity 
to make stump speeches in derogation of the 
Administration for its non-action, when the 
faets were that the Administration had from 
the first taken vigorous action in the matter, 
and the members of the committee, if they 
had chosen to do as their predecessors had 
never failed to do, could have ascertained that 
there was no ground for the outery they were 
making. These are some of the reasons which 
led the State Department to transmit the origi- 
nal fisheries correspondence to the House in- 
stead of the Senate. x

There is a brisk competition amongethe Colo- 
nels of the army for the place in’ the list of 
Brigadier-Generals which will become vacant 


when Gen. O. B. Willcox retires on account of 
agein April next. The engineer officers have 
entered a claim for the appointment on the 
ground that their corps has not been so honored 
for a long time, although there is nothing in the 


statutes to prevent one of their number 
from being made a Brigadier-General in the 
line of the army. There is, however, 


excellent reason for believing that the prize will 
not fall to the Engineer Corps, but will go to Col. 
Wesley Merritt, now the Superintendent of the 
West Point Military Academy. Col. Merritt was 
favorably considered by the President when the 
last vacancy occurred, but as Col. Willcox was 
to retire within a year it was finally decided to 
give him the promotion. It is stated that atthat 
time Col. Merritt was given to. understand that 
his promotion would come when Gen. Willcox 
retired. 2 

The passage of the bill for the relief of Mili- 
tary Academy graduates through both houses of 
Congress is very gratifying to the officers who 


have helped to push it. The bill was made 
necessary by the decision of the Second Con- 
troller that a graduate of the Military Academy 
could not be considered in the service until he 
had received and accepted his commission. It 
had been the custom to give each graduate 
three months’ leave. This leave the grad- 
uates were forced to take, and it was, 
they held, manifestly unjust to deprive them of 
pay for the three months. The Controller felt 
obliged to make the decision in a¢cordance with 
the law, but he made a concession which post- 
poned the enforcement of the act until after the 
end of the present session. Several ofticers who 
had longevity claims were affected by the de- 
cision, because it was held that the three months’ 
leave could not be reckoned in computing the 
longevity pay. They will be able now to recover 
the moey withheld under the decision. 
* 


While the report of the army officers detailed 
to examine into the advisability of the assump- 
tion by the Government of the Hennepin Canal 


scheme bas not been made public, the friends of 
that job have learned enough of ita contents to 
make them despondent of success during the 
present Congress. Itis understood that the re- 
port speaks in warm terms of the proposed 
canal as a great commercial enterprise, and all 
that sort of thing, but that when it comes 
down to details, serious objections are made to 
thq@acceptance by the United States from the 
State of Illinois of the Illinois-Michigan Canal, 
which is the basis of the whole Hennepin Canal 
scheme. The officers, it is asserted, do not re- 
port against such an acceptance in some form, 
but they advise very material changes in the 
terms of the agreement upon which the pending 
legislation is founded. The Hennepin people 
fear that this setback will kill their bill for an- 
other year.

Aspecial meeting of the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs of the House was held to-day to pass 
upon the report of the sub-committee of the 


Diplomatic and Consular Appropriation bill. 
The diplomatic part of the bill, as reported, was 
left substantially unchanged, except that the 
committee agreed to raise the Mission to the Ar- 
gentine Republic from the rank of Minister Resi- 
dent to full Envoy Plenipotentiary, with an in- 
crease of salary from $7,500 to $10,000. Rep- 
resentative 8S. 8. Cox appeared before the 
committee to plead for an increase of 
the salary of the interpreter of the 
Turkish Legation from $2,500 to $5,000, 
and the committee adopted his recommen- 
dation. The chief changes were in the Consular 
service, the committee adopting all the recom- 
mendations of the sub-committee as tojplacing 
feed officers on salaries and increasing the grades 
of the more important ottices in accordance with 
the pending Consular Reorganization bill. The 
committee expect that when the bill comes be- 
fore the House it will be met by — of order, 
and by opposition on account of its apparent in- 
crease of expenditure, but they hope to establish 
that the fees which will be turned into the 
Treasury under the proposed salaried arrange- 
ment will very nearly if not quite make up the 
apparent increased expense. 


The death of Representative Dowdney, which 
was announced to-day, swells to twelve the 
death list of the Forty-ninth Congress. Itis as 


follows: Vice-President Hendricks and Sena- 
tors Miller, of California, and_ Pike, of New- 
Hampshire; Representatives Ellwood, of Illi- 
nois; Rankin, of Wisconsin; Hahn, of Louisiana;

Clerk John Tweedale has in reality been an 
Assistant Secretary and Mr. Endicott has 
become very friendly toward him. If 
the bill passes it is considered more than 
probable that Mr. Tweedale will be rewarded 
for his services by the promotion thus made 
possible. Some surprise has been occasioned by 
the failure of Secretary of the Navy Whitney 
to say anything about an Assistant Secretar 
in his last annual report. The Secretary has al- 
ways thought there should be an assistant, but 
failed to mention the matter in his report, 
simply because he thought it hardly worth while 
to increase its bulk by a repetition of his previ- 
ous recommendation. ap

President Cleveland made to-day his first ap- 
pearance for several days in the East Room to 
shake hands with such visitors as happened to 


be present. Early in the day the attachés of the 
White House put up a notice on the door of the 
East Room to the effect that there would be a 
public reception in the afternoon, but it was 
soon torn down by order of Col. Lamont. The 
President was willing to resume his afternoon 
receptions, but desired to do so by degrees, and, 
therefore, asked that precautions be taken to 
have the crowd as small as possible. When he 
entered the East Rvom he smiled, for 
there were only 50 persons waiting for him. Mr. 
Cleveland looked very weil, but there was a per- 
ceptible limp in his left leg as he walked into the 
room. He greeted every one cordially and chat- 
ted pleasantly with several persons who took 
the liberty of addressing him. Among those 
who called on the President to-day were Sur- 
veyor Beattie, of New-York, and his wife. Mr. 
Beattie says he is suffering no inconvenience 
from his wound and expects to be back in New-

and subsequently legislated out of oftice: Sen- 
ator Stanford, elected as Miller’s successor, and 
Senator Abram P. Williams, who took his seat 
Monday as one of the representatives of the State 
for the session ending March 4. Mr. Williams 
was born in New-Poriand, Somerset County, 
Me., on Feb. 3, 1832, and a residence of 30 years 
in California has not éeprived him of some 
of the Yankee provincialisms that can be 
plainly observed in the downeaster of the pres- 
ent day. After receiving a common school and 
academic education he taught school at New- 
Portland until he was 22 years of age and then 
moved to Fairfield, Me., where he was clerk ina 
country store until 1858, when he moved to Cal- 
ifornia. He went by way of the Isthmus, and 
started out witha pick, pan, and shovelon a 
placer mining claim he had selected in Tuolumne 


County. While at workin his ditch William J. 
Markely, an ex-member of the California 
Legislature, who kept a general store 


near Williams’s claim, offered the young man 
$5 perday and $10 on Sindays to become his 
bookkeeper. Williams accepted the offer and 
hired a substitute to work his claim. He re- 
mained in Markely’s employ until 1860, when, 
having saved some mouey, he bought a pack 
train and goods, loaded the mules, crossed the 
Sierras, a distance of 300 miles, and established 
a country store at a place called Monoville, near 
Mono Lake, California. After a short season of 
prosperity there the Indians ran off one night 
with his pack train and merchandise, utterly 
ruining him, He went back to Markely’s store, 
worke over the counter until e had 
paid off about $700 “ne owed his old 
employer, and in 1861 went to San Francisco, 
where he engaged in mercantile pursuits and 
where he has ever since made his home, Mr, 
Williams organized the San Francisco Board of 
Trade, and was its first President. He is a mem- 
ber of the firm of Livingston & Co., importers of 
wines and spirits and dealers in California wines. 
He also has been engaged in farming, stock rais- 
ing, and mining enterprises, and while not a rich 
man according to the California standard is pos- 
sessed of a fortune that makes him independent. 

Mr. Williams has always been an enthusiastic 
Republican in politics, and in 1880 was made 
Chairman of the Finance Committee and Treas- 
urer of the Republican Executive Comwittee. 
Against his will and without his knowledge he 
was made Chairman of the Executive Commitiee 
in 1884, and it was through his management and 
direction that the party rolled up a majority of 
13,000 for Mr. Blaine, who is a@ warm personal 
friend of Mr. Williams. On the 1st of last May 
Mr. Williams, accompanied by his wife, went to 
Bar Harbor, Me., and upon coming out of the din- 
ing room one evening in the early part of last 
August he received five telegrams, each one of 
which apprised him of his election as United 
States Senator. He had never sought the office, 
had no idea of its being tendered him, and knew 
nothing of the work of his friends until after he 
had been elected. He had previously refused the 
nomination for anumber of local offices at the 
hands of his party. In personal appearance 
Mr. Williams resembles Senator Harrison, 
of Indiana. He is short and stout, has 
a fringe of white hair around the base of a head 
thatis almost bald upon the top, brown eyes, 
whiskers, and mustache that were originally ofa 
reddish-brown color, but are now almost white. 
He has a kindly expression of countenance, 
Senator Williams was elected to the Senate as 
the representative of the business men of Cali- 
fornia, and he will devote his attention to the 
business needs of the Pacitic coast.

AMUSEMENTS. 
METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 


The familiar representation of ‘‘ Tann- 
hiuser”’ was 1epeated at the Metropolitan Opera 
House last evening,in presence of an assem- 
blage that filled the spacious auditorium. It dif- 
fered in no respect from the performance of 


the work referred to in these columns 
about a week ago. The same. artists 
that were then scen in the opera were 


beheld in it on the occasion under notice, and the 
same melodious numbers that aroused enthusi- 
asm a week, and, for that matter, 10 and 20 
years back, elicited once more generous ap- 
plause. The lyric success of the representation 
of “Tannhiuser”’ was, as is usually the case, 


for Herr Robinson; the dramatic honors 
were borne off by Herr Niemann. The tenors 
voice was not as Clear last night as it is when at 
its best, but the tonal deficiencies of his por- 
trayal did not lessen its deep feeling or its 
intensity, nor did they seriously impair 
the effect of his simple, direct, and power- 
ful methods of expression. The baritone, 
per contra, was in capital form. He would have 
wrought his old-time impression in the septet, 
but for Herr Seidl's persistent dragging of the 
time—which, by the way, threatened a total 
suspension of proceedings toward the 


close of Wolfram’s narrative of Eliza- 
beth’s woes;—in his romance to the 
evening star, fortunately, he was able to 


throw sentiment, elegance of phrasing, and 
tonal beauty in rather unusual proportions, and 
a faultless rendering of that lovely composition 
was the result. The portrayals of the remain- 
ing personages by Frau Krauss, Herr Fischer, 
and their associates have long been known to the 
habitual reader, and cali for no fresh comment. 
The performance, as a whole, was admirably 
smooth and well balanced, and its influence 
upon the audience was denoted by recalls which 
followed each act. 


SYMPHONY CONCERT. 

Mendelssohn’s music to ‘A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” was played and sung at the pub- 
lic rehearsal prefacing, yesterday, the concert of 
the Symphony Society of New-York, which event 
may be attended at the Metropolitan Opera 
House this evening. It was the great attraction 
of the performance. The protracted acquaint- 
ance of the public with Mendelssohn’s work has 
begotten on the part of that fickle and ungrate- 
ful body neither weariness nor contempt; yester- 
day’s rehearsal of the score, in fact, appeared 
to diffuse extraordinary pleasure, as though the 
relief it offered to the tempestuous and over- 
elaborate achievements of the period were par- 
ticularly grateful. The musicto “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” needs, however, no contrast to 
be swiftly, generally, and permanently admired. 
It is not only melodious in the most literal sense 
of the word, and treated with such combined 
delicacy, taste, and skill as are united in 


no other effort of the same order, but 
it is illustrative and suggestive in the 
highest degree; viewed as pure music, as 
so-called programme music, or as a specimen 
of technical work, itis in its line quite match- 
less. The whole score was interpreted on the oc- 
casion under notice, and as implied, it will be 
gone through with once more to-night. As 
most readers know, it includes an overture, a 
scherzo, the ** march of the elves,” the song * Ye 
spotted snakes,” a notturno, the wedding march, 
and the tinal chorus to the lines commencing 





“Through this house,” besides some brief 
passages accompanying the action. It 
would be difiicult to imagine anything 


more happily representative of fairy rev- 
els than the overture, or anything more 
poetical than the notturno, while the wedding 
march, well worn though it has grown, is still 
striking as a splendid specimen of tone-color. 
The orchestra, under Mr. Walter Damrosch, sup- 
plied yesterday a most sympathetic, varied, and 
tinished interpretation of these delightful num- 
bers; Friuleins Klein and Franconi sang with 
moderate effect the short soli allotted them, and 
the ladies’ chorus of the Oratorio Society dis- 
charged their easy duties with efficiency. The 
text of the play was read by Mr. George 
Riddle, whose tendency to overdo the low 
comedy of the poem might with advantagé 
be restrained, but whe certainly imparted 
abundant animation and vis comica to his share 
of the performance, which was undeniably suc- 
cessful. Mendelssohn’s music was prefaced by 
a novelty in shape of a new symphony (No. 4) by 
Dr. Johannes Brahms. The uew work has the 
merit of brevity. It is, moreover, less involved 
and less profound than its predecessors, and has 
a melodious charm one seldom detectsin the com- 
poser’s writings, StilLitis not a composition of 
passing interest or impressiveness. The themes of 
the symphony are distinct, and the second move- 
ment—an andante moderato—contains graceful 
passages and much dainty instrumentation, the 
task assigned to the strings being by far the 
most important. The first movement—allegro 
non troppo—is mainly of an unquiet character 
and somewhat sombre in tone, though it lightens 
up toward the end and closes with a good 
deal of spirit. The third division is de- 
scribed as an allegro giocoso; the adjective, 
however, is scarcely justitied by the nature 
of the movement, which is breezy, muscular, and 
generally wholesome in its liveliness, rather 
than playful—at any rate as performed yester- 
day. The fourth movement—allegro energico 6 
passionato—impressed the listeners as the least 
engaging. It is doubtful if the symphony will 
add argely to Brahms’s renown; it possesses 
neither the tuneful nor the tonal loveliness 
which might commend it to the approval of the 
composer's foes, nor does it show the science 
and ingenuity which in our judgment constitute 
his strongest claim to a high rank among modern 


musicians.

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AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS 


STILL OUTITING PASSENGER 
RATES FROM THE WEST. 
THE REFUSAL OF THE WABASH TO EN- 

TER THE COMBINATION DRIVES THE 

OTHER ROADS TO RETALIATE, 

CuicaGo, Dec. 10.—Assistant Commission- 
er Daniels, of the Central Traffic Association, re- 
ceived a dispatch from General Passenger Agent 
Goodman, offthe Southern Pacific, to-day, saying 
that, owing to the refusal of the Wabash 
to become a part to the new agreement 
for the maintenance of east-bound pas- 
senger rates from the Pacific coast, it 
could not be carried into effect; that all the 
lines had gone back on the agreement, and the 
war was again being prosecuted with renewed 
vigor and rates cut as seriously as éver. Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Francis Chandler, of the 
Wabash, who was in the city to-day, says that the 
breaking up of the new agreement was not due to 
the refusal of his road to sign itascharged. He 
was informed by the Pacific coast agent of his 
company a day or two after the adoption 
of the agreement that several of the 
Eastern lines refused to abide by it 
and paid street commissions the same as 
before. He thereupon informed Mr, Goodman 
that the Wabash would and could not subscribe 
to the agreement until all the other roads had 
decided to strictly carry out its provisions. Tbe 
Wabash would accept the agreement if all the 


other lines interested in the business became 
parties to it, but so long as other roads declined 
to accept it his company would continue to 
mantain its present position. 

Two weeks ago the General Passenger Agents 
of the roads interested in East-bound passenger 
traffic from the Pacific coast held a series of 
meetings here, and tried to formulate an agree- 
ment which wouid put an end to the disastrous 
war on East-bound rates. After a full week’s dis- 
cussion the Eastern roads agreed to leave theset- 
tlement of the troubles to the representatives of 
the Pacific Coast roads, (transcontinental lines,) 
and they would subscribe to any reasonable 
agreement the latter might make. The trans- 
continental roads finally succeeded in effecting 
an aqreemeas, which, after consultation with 
the leading Eastern lines, they found to 
be satisfactory. The agreement provided 
for the formation of a Pacific Coast 
Passenger Association to continue for 
four months, with the privilege of withdrawing 
therefrom after giving 30 days’ notice. The 
payment of street commissions in San Franciseo, 
which caused most of the trouble, was entirely 
abolished, and uniform commissions to regular 
ticket agents were provided. Orders were given 
for the restoration of rates, and it was supposed 
until to-day that everything was going along 
swimumingly. 








A NEW GEORGIA ROAD. 
AN AIR LINE THROUGH A WELL SET- 
TLED TERRITORY. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 10.—Among the shift- 
ing railroad combinations now under way in At- 
lanta none give promise of greater changes than 
the projected Atlanta and Knoxville Short 
Line. Application was made to-day fora charter 
for this road by F. M. Coke, a leading banker of 
this city; Col. J. B. Redwine, Mr. S. W. Arro- 
wood and others, of Atlanta. and M. K. 
Elias, of Macon County, N.C. The company is 


to run an air line, as far as the topography of 
the country will admit, from Atlanta to its des- 
tination. This will take the road through Ful- 
ton, Cobb, Milton, Cherokee, Forsyth, Lumpkin, 
White, Habershaw, Towns, and Raburn Coun- 
ties, into Macon County, N. C., thence to Knox- 
ville. Among the more prominent towns on the 
line will be Canton, Cumming, Dahlonega, and 
Clayton. The distance will be 150 miles. 

So quietly has the survey been made that it 
was not until they had completed their work 
that anything was known aboutit. The move- 
ment had its origin in the counties between 
Clayton, Ga.,and Knoxville, Tenn. For years 
the Rabun Gap Road has been projected, a sur- 
vey having been made from Walhalla, 8. C., to 
Knoxville before the war, and that part of the 
road which would run through the Gap having 
been graded. When the Richmond and Danville 
secured possession of the Northeastern the 
undertook to extend that road through from Tal- 
lulah, 18 miles to Rabun Gap Junction, and 
thence to build to Knoxville,relying upon private 
subscription. Since then the Richmond and Dan- 
ville has not found it to be to itsinterest to make 
this move, much to the indignation of the people 
along the propesec line. Mr, Coker, of Atlanta, 
put himself in communication with these people 
and an quietly for the performance of the 
work. 

This road will, in the first place, deflect all 
the trade from the East which now comes via 
the East Tennessee and the Western and At- 
lantic, being thus a cut at Chattanooga. It will 
run through a country rich in minerals and 
timber, with a thrifty population and a wide 
area on either side from which to draw 
freight. It will not only give a shorter 
line to the East, but also to Ohio. It is affirmed 
by the corporators that the road will not run in 
the interest of any existing syndicate, but will 
belong exclusively to the stockholders along the 
line, who will raise the money without calling 
upon outside aid, and who pledge themselves to 
hold their stock at home. 


THE TUNNEL OPENED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Dec. 10.—A big 
crowd mingled exulting shouts with the shrill 
noise of neighboring whistles as the three bricks 
were laid this afternoon which completed the 
greattunnel of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road through this city. The trinity of com- 
mon hard bricks was put in place by Con- 


tractor John H. Drake, Superintendent Alex- 
ander Sangster, and Civil Engineer §&, 
T. Douglass, Jr., ‘the smooth-faced light- 
haired son of Chief Engineer Dougiass. When 
the last arch had been finished the crowd of 
citizens and workmen were invited to a free 
lunch in the tunnel under Fairmount-avenue 
and Twenty-fifth-street. The tunnel has its 
southern opening at Twenty-fifth and Callow- 
hill streets, and makes a connection with the 
tracks of the Reading Railroad at Girard-avenue, 
It is built of massive masonry and bricks, 
and near the lower end heavy iron girders 
span the brick-arched roof. The tracks 
are down and electric lights make the tunnel as 
hight as day at all times. The deepest part of 
the cut is 39 feet, which is very near the average 
height of the arches, The building of the struct- 
ure was a great achievement, owing to the deep 
beds of rock which had to be blasted with the 
greatest caution because of the work beingin a 
built-up city. It has taken a year to construct 
the tunnel, and tratlic through it will begin next 
Monday morning.

TO BE ISSUED. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 10.—The stockholders of 

the Missouri Pacific held a special meeting to- 

day in response to a call. by President Gould. 

Three-fifths of the stock was represented. 


The first proposition voted on was to 
increase the capital stock $4,000,000 over 
and above the _ present capital stock, 
the Board of Directors to give  stock- 
holders of the old issue preference in the pur- 
chase of the new stock at not less than par. The 
next proposition was to increase the bonded in- 
debtedness of the company $5,000,000 over the 
present indebteduess by the issue of collateral 
trust bonds bearing interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent., to be secured by a deposit with a Trustee 
of first mortgage bonds of railway companies 
controlled or operated by the Missouri Pacific as 
a part of its system, the issue of such bonds to 
be limited as specified in the trust indenture. 
The propositions were adopted unanimously.

SEEKING A FORECLOSURE. 

A further hearing was had yesterday 
morning at No. 58 William-street, before Judge 
Corlett, of Buffalo, in the foreclosure suit against 
the Buffalo, New-York and Pennsylvania Rail- 
way Company.

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OBITUARY. 


MARCO MINGHETTI.* 

Signor Marco Minghetti, the Italian 
statesman whose dangerous illness was reported 
yesterday, is dead. He was born at Bologna, 
Sept. 8, 1818, and entered public life during the 
great national uprisings of 1846. At the begin- 
ning of the pontificate of Pius IX., when liberty 
was announced to Italy, he was an ardent 
Liberal and was a member of the Council of Fi- 


nance and Minister of Public Works in the 
Liberal Government of Rome in 1847 and 1848. 
Aftér the encyclical df the 29th of April, 1848, 
he entered the service of Sardinia, became an in- 
timate friend of Cavour, and was Secretary to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs and Minister of the 
Interior under that great statesman. After the 
erection of the Kingdom of Italy, toward which 
he helped with all his power, he was Minister of 
the Interior for a short time under Ricasoli. 
During the next 12 years he filled successively 
the offices of President of the Council, Minister 
of Finance, Ainbassador to England, Minister of 
Agriculture, and Ambassador to Vienna. In 
1873 he attained the crowning ambition of his 
life and became the Prime Minister of Italy. re- 
taining the office nearly three years. His retire- 
ment therefrom closed his public career. Be- 
sides being a statesman, he was an able writer 
on political and economic subjects.

war, was of great service. He leaves a widow and 
three children.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The business portion of the village of At- 
tica, Ohio, was destroyed by tire yesterday fore- 
noon. The loss, divided among a dozen or more 
persons, will reach $150,000, insured for about 
one-half. The fire broke out at about 7 o’clock 
in the business portion of the town, in a grocery 
owned by John Carpenter. The fire spread 
rapidly, and a whole block was soon in flames. 
There was no apparatus to fight the fire with, 
and a bucket line was of little avail. The 
whole block was swept before the flames 
were checked. The principal losers are: 
J. R. Strandler, hardware, $20,000; R. T. Hear- 
son, druggist, $8,000; Armitage & Wurtz, hard- 
ware, $4,000; Jolin Carpenter, grocer, $4,000; 
Thomas Gray, barver, $500; Jacob Englehart, 
carriage wareroom, $500; J. W. Walker. build- 
ing. store, and residence, $500; Joseph Hasler, 
two buildings, $5,000; Smalls & Kaufman, bak- 
ery, $4,000; W. H. Van Horn, building, $2,000, 
Isauc Tanner owned the building occupied by 





Armitage & Wurtz. His loss 1s about 
$2,000. All the business blocks on the 
other side of the street were badly 


scorched: and the large window glasses were 
broken by the great heat. The Grand Army 
of the Republic Hall was burned, with All its 
furniture and records, J. R. Strandler’s bulld- 
ing, a large three-story brick on the corner of 
the square, was blown to atoms by an explosion 
of dynamite and gasoline in the cellar. A num- 
ber of other losses occurred of which it is impos- 
sible to obtain particulars. The loss is insured 
for about half, divided about equally between 
the German-American, Cooper, Phenix, Milwau- 
kee, Mutual, Home, and Columbia Insurance 
Companies. The entire block is in ruins and the 
brick walls of the buildings lie m the streets. 
An engine and firemen were sent from Tiffin on 
a special train, but too late to be of much use. 


One wing of the St. Francis College and 
Monastery, at Loretto, Peun., was destroyed by 
tire on Thursday. The loss is $25,000, and is 
fully covered by insurance. 

SENTENCED TO BE HANGED. 

PLYMOUTH, Mass., Dec. 10.—Chief-Jus- 
tice Morton this morning pronounced the death 
sentence on Samuel F. Besse, convicted of the 
murder of Richard F. Lawton, a peddiler, in 
Wareham, Dec. 22, 1885. Besse, when brought 
into court, was pale and haggard, but he pre- 


served the same calmness that characterized 
him throughout the trial. He smilea and shook 
hands with his counsel and the Deputy Sheriff. 
When Besse was asked if he had anything to 
Say before sentence was pronounced he an- 


swered firmly, “No, Sir.” Judge Morton 
was visibly affected as he rose to pro- 
nounce the sentence, which he did in 


the following words: ‘After a fair trial 
dete have been convicted of the highest crime 
nown to our laws. Nothing now remains but 
to pronounce sentence. You will now be taken 
hence to the county jail, and there remain until 
the 10th day of March, 1887, when, between the 
hours of 8 o’clock inthe morning and 3 in the 
afternoon, you willbe hanged by the neck until 
you are dead, and may God have mercy upon 
your soul.” The court was in session scarcely 
five minutes. When Besse was lodged in the 
ailhe broke down and became very much dis- 
eartened and nervous.

AL TROTTING ASSOCIATION. 

THE BOARD OF REVIEW FINISHES ITS 
WORK, BUT THE TALK ABOUT THE 
SECRETARY’S POLICY STILL GOES ON. 

The Board of Review of the National 
Trotting Association adjourned last evening | 
after a three days’ sessionin the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel. Thedocket was the largest in the history 
of the organization, comprising 124 cases, but 
all were acted on. 

The only case of local interest handied yester- 
day was that of Barney H. Demarest, of this 
city, against George Cook, of Wyoming, Penn., 
and the bay mare Pet H. or Pet Hand. The 
horse was trotted in this State last season out of 
his class under the two names. Cook was fined 
$50 and ordered tu return the premiums won. 

Those best informed on matters connected 
with the trotting turf and who look to the cen- 
tral organization to preserve its dignity and in- 


tegrity, heartily endorse the action of the Bourd 
of Review in re-electing the Treasurer and Secre- 
tary this week. 

“Regarding the rumors of a split in the ranks 
of the association,” said a very keen observer 
yesterday, “I think it safe to say that there will 
be no break, for the reason that one cannot be 
made without imperiling great property inter- 
esta. When the Cleveland Turk Congress ad- 
journed sensational reports which did the asso- 
ciation injustice were telegraphed over the coun- 
try. There was nothing sectional about the con- 
gress. The minority was made up of complain- 
ing spirits from all sections. The offices of the 
National Trotting Association are divided 
fairly between the West and the East, 
and both, aside from the handfull of 
disorganizers, are satistied with the arrange- 
ment. The main complaint aguinst the veteran 
Secretary was made by a Chicago sporting jour- 
nal, the owner of which had been put on the rack 
for wrongdoing by the association. The report 
of the investigating committee showed that, al- 
though the Secretary had Violateda rule in a 
technical sense, he had displayed vigilance and 
great activity and had added largely to the reve- 
nues of the association.” 

Aless partisan horseman when asked about 
the threatening attitude of the so-called Western 
faction, said: ‘I do not believe there will be any 
split in the association, but what has been said 
and published about the Secretary by his active 
foe in Chicago is more than half true. The re- 
port of the investigating committee was 
very exhaustive and compiete, and showed a 
state of affairs not at ail creditable to the 
executive officer. Some of the best men identi- 
fied with breeding and track interests made com- 
plaints. However, of the fitness and com- 
petency of the Secretary for the position there 
can be no doubt. This little episode, while dam- 
aging to the good reputation of the association, 
will have a wholesome effect upon those who 
attend to the clerical work.” 

There seems to be a wide diversity of opinion 
regarding the merits of the recent quarrel. The 
mischief makers will probably continue to stir 
it up, but there is still strong confidence in the 
stability of the association.

AMONG THE CAR DRIVERS. 


MUCH DISCONTENT, BUT NO HASTY AC- 
TION PLANNED. 

The drivers on the Fourth-Avenue Rail- 
road were not quite so excited yesterday as they 
were on Thursday over the discharge of O’Con- 
nell, their Master Workman. They believe that 
their Grievance Committee, to whom the matter 
was referred, would be treated with fairness and 
justice by the officers of the road. Superintend- 
ent Skitt said last evening that no committee 


from the men had called on President Vander- 
bilt or himself. 

Superintendent Bonnell, of the Forty-second- 
Street and Boulevard Railroad, said yesterday 
that the company had never agreed to pay the 
trippers more than $1 per day. The cars now 
run 18 hours. Toe reguiar men work 12 hours 
and are paid $2, and the trippers work only 6 
hours. The regulars often take a day off, and 
then trippers are given their cars, which enables 
them to earn $8 to $9 a week. To help out the 
trippers Mr. Bunnell had put on three extra cars, 
although the business of the road did not war- 
rant it. He was not opposed to Knights of 
Labor, and had taken in many of the Third- 
avenue strikers. 

The old drivers on the Central Cross-town 
Railroad, between Twenty-third-street and the 
Christopher-street Ferries, are in despair. They 
are steadily being weeded out, aud new men are 
employed at $1 32, $1 65, and $1 82 per day. 
They are obliged to sign their names to very 
stringent rules and pledges. One of these states 
that any conduotoror driver belonging to or 
joining a labor organization or any other order 
whose rales may conflict with the duties he owes 
to the company, will immediately be discharged. 

The ditticulty of the trackmen and laborers 
on the Broadway Railroad has not yet been set- 
tled. Supecteneneere Newell’s son said last 
evening that the laborers were paid $2 a day in 
Summer when they paved the road. In Winter 
they were pat to work shoveling snow, ang that 
was regarded as worth only the reduced rates. 
That had been done last Winter, and no one had 
complained.

insanity, as far as he could judge by 
the symptoms, but it was a form of 
mental disorder known as acute delusions, 


He refused to take sedatives or food without the 
presence of witnesses. He thinks himself pur- 
sued by enemies. The physician expressed the 
opinion that Banbury’s reason. would be re- 
stored with proper treatment in a few months. 
Banbury is about 35 years old and held in 
high favor by his employers as a first-class sales- 
man. He had accumulated about $20,000.

SHE DENIES ALL THE STORIES 
AGAINST HER. 

THE TESTIMONY OF ALL HER HUS- 
BAND'S WITNESSES DECLARED UN- 
TRUE~ARGUMENTS BY COUNSEL. 

LONDON, Dec. 10.—On the resumption of 
the Campbell divorcee case to-day Mr. Murphy, 
counsel for Gen. Butler, defended his client 
against the alis¢ations that he had been crim- 
inally intimate with Lady Colin Campbell. Ho 
said that Gen. Butler had visited Lady Colin 
only once. That was on April 18, when there 

Was not a single suggestion of impropriety either 

by act or word. He denounced the witnesses 

Who had testified for the defense, and declared 

that perjury was rife and stalking abroad. 

Counsel for Dr. Bird then spoke in his defense. 

He said the charges which had been brought 

against his client, if they were proved, would 

destroy Dr. Bird’s credit, reputation, and posi- 

‘ tion. He declared that it was monstrous that 

buch charges should have beeu made on such 
flimsy evidence as the defense had offered. The 
witnesses, Dr. Bird's counsél continued, had 
had three years’ coaching by detectives and 
solicitors. They had become partisans and 

























































































































had testified with an anxiety to con- 
Vict Lady Colin that was not exceed- 
ed by that displayed by her husband. 


Dr. Bird, counsel said, attendéd a concert with 
Lady Colin, who was taken ill. He (Gounsel) 


could not say whether it was trie that Lady 
Colin had leaned her héad upon Dr. Bird’s shoul- 
fer in the cab, but it would be discreditable to 
the doctor if he had not allowed a sick patient 
to rest her head upon his shoulder. Counsel al- 
luded to Dr. Bird’s delicate position in attending 
Lady Colin. When he consented to attend such 
a@ case he risked meeting some day with a Colin 
Campbell sensation. Dr. Bird was not accused 
until he had brought an action for his fées. 
Lady Colin Campbell was then called. She en- 
tered the witness box amid profound silence. 
She was very pale and testified in a slow, dis- 
tinct voice. She said that until the family meet- 
ing at Thurloe-square in 1883 she had ex- 
changed letters daily with her husband when ab- 
sent. Before their marriage Lord Colin asked 
her if she would consent when married to their 
occupying separate rooms. She consented, and 
Lord Colin asked her not to divulge the fact that 
he had made this request, but she insisted 


upon telling her mother. The nature of 
his illness was unknown to her until 
May, 1883. bdhe never pressed Lord 
Colin to marry her, but her mother 


disliked long engagements. Continuing, Lady 
Colin said she was educated in Italy and spoke 
Italian and French before she learned the Eng- 
lish language. She sang, painted, and wrote 
books. She wasalso a journalist. She sang at 
party charity concerts, hot one of which Lord 
Colin attended. She taught night classes of fac- 
tory girls, visited the poor in the daytime, and 
served soup for two hours and worked daily 
among the poor of Saffron Hi} Lord Colin 
knew of every engagemént and of her 
works among the poor, and he never 
objected. She went into society aione 
her husband’s express wish. In_ order 
that the fact of his illness should be unknown 
he wished it understood that he was engaged in 
the House of Commons. Lord Colin accepted 
éngagements for both and then desired her to go 
alone. Her husband went to Scotland in 1882 
without @ nurse, and she attended him. She left 
him there in order to visit her mother. He was 
better at that time and pressed her to go. In 
November, 1881, she was very ill, and was not 
well until 1885. In April, 1883, she was again 
seriously ill, and was attended by Dr. Bird. Dr. 
Hicks was twice summoned. She did not know 
the nature of her own orof her husband’s illness. 
Lord Colin urged her to dismiss Rose Baer, who 
he said gossipped about him in the kitchen. 
She (witness) objected because she thought Rose 
a good maid. Lord Colin insisted, and she gave 
Rose a month's notice. She asked O’Neill what 
Rose had been saying. O'Neill replied: ‘She 
said the Duke of Marlborough visited your room 
at Leigh Court.” It was untrue that she (wit- 
ness) said to O'Neill, “It is a d—dlie.” Rose 
denied what she was accused of, cried, and said 
she was a wicked girl. Witness told Rose that as 
she had lied so wickedly, she (witness) would 
withdraw the advertisement for a situation for 
her, and would refuse to give her a certificate 
of character. She dismissed Rose forthwith. She 
never told the servants how to announce visitors. 
She never had the Duke of Marlborough at supper. 
Sir Philip Miles occupied a room next to hers at 
Leigh Court. The room on the other side was 
empty, being kept for her husband, She did not 
know what room the Duke of Marlborotigh oecu- 
pied. She never was at Purfleet. On the Satur- 
day night on which she was accused of having 
been there with the Duke of Marlborough she 
went to the theafre with a lady friend. On the 
Sunday following she took tea With Lady 
Miles and dined with her mother, Mrs. 
Blood. Referring to her visit to Paris in 
May, 1884, she said she was on. her 
way to Italy. The meeting with the Duke of 
Marlborough was purely accidental... She was 
ouce taken ili at a concert and was in great pain. 
She drove to Dr. Bird’s house and remained until 
the doctor prépared some medicine for her, 
When she returned home, atfriving there at il 
o’clock. It was untrue that slie leaned her head 
upon Dr. Bird’s shonider while driving home. 
She gave an absolute denial to the évidence of 
Rose Baer, Mrs. Duffy, O'Neill, and other wit- 
nesses, and declared she had tlever beén un- 
faithful te her husband. The case was then 
adjourned. 

Lady Campbell gave her evidence with perfect 
composure and the fullest self possession. She 
gave ready response to the questions asked. She 
wore a plain blue serge dress and black bonnet. 
Her whole style was that of simple elegance. Bhe 
is tall, lithe and shapely and haé full, black 
glowing eyes, with a clear palit complexion. 

The Queen has forbidden the admission into 
the household of Windsor Castle, or within the 
Castle precincts, of newspapers containing re- 
ports of the Campbell divorce case.

CONGRESSMAN DOWDNEY DEAD. 

Abraham Dowdney, Representative of the 
Twelfth Congressional District of this city, died 
suddenly at 8 o’clock yesterday morning at his 
sister’s residence, No. 55 East Seventy-fifth- 
street. He arrived in New-York from Washing- 
ton Thursday morning and spent a very busy 
day, its transactions including an inspéction of 


the railroad he was building from Rye te Glen 
Island. In the evening he repaired to his sister’s 
residence with a view of passing the night there, 
and at S$ o’clock was found lying on the floor of 
the stoop in front of the hall door helpless and 
unconscious from paralysis. He regained con- 
sciousness sufliciently to recognize these around 
him, but sank steadily and died 12 hours after 
the stroke fell upon hiin, 

Mr. Dowduey was born in Ireland in 1840, 
and came to New-York in 1853 with his widowed 
mother, who survives him, and a sister and 
brother. He served in the war of the rebellion 
as Captain of Company C of the Oue Hundred 
and Thirty-second Regiment of New-York Vol- 
unteers. He was a builder and contractor, and 
was for four years Chairman of the School 
Trustees for the Nineteenth Ward. In 1884 he 
was elected to Congress, defeating Henry C. 
Perley, the Republican candidate. He was 
twice married. His first wife, by whom he 
leaves a son and daughter, was a daughter of 
Mr. Thomas Crimmins and a sister of Park Com- 
missioner Crimmins. His second wife, by whom 
he leaves four sons, is a daughter of Dr. Purcell, 
of this city. He had been successful in business, 
ané his family are well providedfor. The fu- 
neéeral will be held at the cathedral on Monday 
morning. 

The following is an extract from a letter sent 
by Mr. Dowdney from Fort Halleck in 1862: 

“Banish all fear from your mind. Think I am 
absent engaged in the cause of that country and 
Government that madé 4 man of me, and Which I 
feel in duty bound to stand by in her neéd.”

IN THE FOG.

SEVERAL COLLISIONS, BUT NO VERY SE 
RIOUS DAMAGE DONE. 

A dense fog rested on the Bay andrivers 
yesterday morning and obsciiréd somewhat the 
strests in the city and its vicinity. The ferry- 
boats were obliged to proceed with great cau- 
tion. On the elevated railways great caution 
had to be used. The crowd on the Brooklyn 
Bridge was very large during the early morning 


hours. At 10 o’¢lock the fog hégan to lift in the 
city, but it remained thick inthe Lower Bay and 
but few vessels arrived dtring the day. 

The grain elevator Somerset grounded on thé 
north side of Gévernor’s Island about 8 o’élock, 
striking on a rock bottom and at high tide. The 
work of lightening her at onée began, but she 
was still agrotind at a late hour@ast evening. 

A few minutés before 9 o’elock in the morning 
the schoonér Robert Blair was becalmed in mid- 
streaii, directly in the path of the Desbrossés- 
street ferryboats. The boat Baltimore, on 
which there were from 450 to 500 passengers, 
left the Pennsylvania Railroad slip at 8:50 
o'clock, and whilé feeling her way cautiously 
along through the fog, with both bell and whistlé 
constantly sounding, came suddenly upon the 
schooner. Before anything could bé done to 
avert an accident, the bowsprit of the sailing ves- 
sel crashed through the woud-work of the ladies’ 
cabin and enteréd some six feet. The passengers 
ran forward and aft in great ékcitemment and if 
was some time before their fears could be quieted. 
The Baltimere drew away from the schooner 
easily, and the damagé can bé repaired for about 
#125. One of the passengers & girlof 12, was 

struck on the shoulder and slightly bruised by a 
picce of wood knocked out by the bowsprit. 
uittle if any damage was done to the schooner. 

The Captain of the Harlem steamer Morrisania 
found the fog so thick about § o’clock yesterday 
morning that be tied up alongside the ferryboat 
Flushing, which lay at the raiiroad pier in Long 
Island City. All hands then went below for 
breakfast. Justas they had got their platters 
cleaned they thought the Charleston earthquake 
had traveled north through the fog and struck 
them. Rushing to the déck they found that the 
ferryboat Rockaway, which left the Thirty- 
fourth-street slip in this city at 8:30 in the 
moruing, had lost her way in the fog and had 
run into them. The Rockaway backed away, 
went to her slip and landed her passengérs. When 
she struck the Morrisania, she crushed in her 
own stanchioOns and the framework under the 
hood in front of the men’s cabin. Tt was neves- 
sary to remove it all and fix up a temporary 
support for the hood and a new framework. 
Then the Rockaway continued her trips. The 
light joiner work above decks anda section of the 
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guards of the Morrisania were torn out, not 
only on the side exposed to the Rock- 
away but on the sidé next to the Flush- 
ing, which in turn bad about 25 feet 


of cabin torn from its fastenings and shoved in- 
ward. Until noon, when the fog lifted, both 
boats lay where the collision occurred. Then 
the Morrisavia moved off toward Harlem and 
the Finshing putinfor repairs at one of the 
slips at Thirty-fourth-street. The damage to 
the Rockaway and Fiushing amount to about 
$400. The Morrisania was damaged quité as 
much. By evening the cabin of the Flushing 
was nearly repaired. She will probably be 
ready for service this afternoon, When the Rock- 
away Will bélaid up. The Morrisania won't be 
tit to run again before Monday.

STRIKE ON THE NEW AQUEDUCT. 

Bricklayers and stone masons who work 
under Contractors Brown, Howard & Co. on the 
séction of the new aqueduct from Elmsford to 


Croton Lake are on astrike. The men began to 
leave work Thurs@ay night and kept it up till 
noon yesterday, dropping work in sniall squads, 
uutiluow 250 menaré out. They say they are 
each compelled to lay 1,750 bricks a day, which 
is an impossibility if the work is to be done 
properly. Oneof their foremen, Fred Bradley, 
was discharged because some of the men under 
his charge failed to lay the required amount of 
bricks. The men say that before they go back to 
work Bradley must be reinstated, and that they 
receive $4 for nine hours’ workin the tunnel. 
This is the union rate. Heretofore they have 
worked 10 hours a day.

OSITY AMONG BANQUETS. 

The Salvation Army of America yester- 
day gavé Gen. Booth, who sails for England to- 
day, a grand Salvation farewell. The little 
Presbyterian Church in West Twenty-fifth-street 
was the scene. Salvation lassies in blue Jerseys 
and poke bonnéts, and Salvation laddies in red 
shirts assembled there very early in the morn- 
ing. It was in the afternoon, however, that the 
chiet display took place. The service was termed 
a “sacrifice.” An orchestra composed of Salva- 
tion laddies of powerful lungs and equipped with 
ear-splitting instruments of noise were the sacri- 
ficers. 

It was a little after 3 o’clock when the din be- 
gan. An overture from the orchestra, which 
was hardly waked up, cleafed the way for a 
young man whose lungs occupied his whole in- 
terior, to lead off in prayer. The young man 
paid apoor compliment to the musicians. “O 
Lord,” hé thundered in tones that dislodged the 
cobwebs from the ceiling, shook the windows 
and stirred the chandelier, “we don’t ask you to 
give us good musicians, but O Lord, make us 
good men.” The audience shouted “ Amen” and 
“Hallelujah,” while the performer on the big- 
gest barreled horn peered down its throat and 
the young man who knocked thunderous noises 
from the bass drum hugged it closely in his 
arms and looked wildly around. During the 


song that followed, which was composed of sev- 
eral verses of threes or four words each and a 
refrain of ‘ Oh, salvation” repeated 15 times to 
each verse, the orchestra awoke and got to work 
in earnest. Out of consideration for the 
audience it didn’t startin all at once. A youth 
with an accordion took thé lead, followed, after 
aninterval, by six cornets of different pitches 
and the bass drum. The second verse was read 
by Col. Dowdel, the leader, amid the usual 
chorus of peculiar cries, and the orchestra 
rushed through it at great speed, leaving the ac- 
cordion to wheeze out its protest in a dismal 
wail at fheend. The next verse was explained 
at length by the Colonel, and the éries ofthe sol- 
diers Wasjso loud that two babies|werejfrightened 
out of their wits and howled most disrespectfully. 

Another prayer followed, during which the 
orchestra got down on their hands and knees 
and peered over the edge of the platform as if 
they were trying to gaze into the bottomless pit 
itself. Thearmy gtew more and‘ more excited 
and the cries became more fervent. A big Sal- 
vationist with a bald head took the lead with a 
trilling ‘“‘hallelujah,” which he ran up the mu- 
sical scale and tumbled over the edge, finishing 
With a shriek and a clapping of his hands. It 
was a wonderful performance, but it frightened 
the babies again. Then the Colonel told a story 
and the inevitable offering was taken up. Just 
at that moment a soldier sprang to bis feet and 
shouted, “ Fire a volley!” The volley was fired. 
Jt was a volley of sound, and almost caused the 
collapse of sevéral instruments, while the firers 
weré quifé éxhausted. The causé of this new 
uproar was the entrance of a lot of young offi- 
cers who had just arrived frum England on the 
Grecian Monarch. They advanced up the aisle, 
leaping and throwing their hats in air and at 
oneée engaged in a playful sparring match with 
the leaders in front of the pulpit. 

After this inaideut the giving of testimonies 
was taken up. They consisted mainly in cries of 
“Hallelujah” and similar expressions. An old 
woman caused 4 sensation, however, by singing 
in a monotone: “I’m. saved from fighting and 
backbiting. Praise God, we've got ‘em from 
England with us.” She drawled this sentiment 
twice and another volley was fired. A white- 
headed man arose and asked for a moment. 
““Yes, God bless you, come up on the platform,” 
said Col. Dowdel. *No,” said the old man. 
“ Yes,’ exclaimed the Colonel, seizing him by 
the hand. Thé old man Wouldn’t budge. “ Fire 
a volley,” shouted the Colonel. The volley was 
fired and the stupefied old man dragged to the 
platform. After moré prayer and experiences 
and singing the army started below for the 
“banquet.” 

While spiritual affairs were occupying tho 
minds of those within, there were worldly ¢reat- 
ures inthe hall. A young wotian With a rat- 
skin garment stoodin the door selling ‘ Salva- 
tion Army receipts” to help her get back to her 
station at Buffalo. The receipts only cost 5 
cents, and were printed slips of paper beating 
the motto, ‘‘ The Salvation Army, Five-cent Re- 
ceipts.” The young woman said she guessed she 
could get back to Buffalo without walking much 
of thé way. Several expressed the opinion that 
she had “ cheek” enough to get anywhere. A 
young man witha red facé was selling “ban- 
quet” tickets at 25 cents each. The banquet 
was down stairs. Boards Were laid over the seats 
anda great many dishes with & very little 
“banquet” were laid on the boards. A very 
pretty lassie asked every one if he would 
have “ tea or coffee,” and then filled him a 
cup With a beautiful liquid about haif 
a shade darker than water. There were solids 
in the shape of sandwiches and cake. The cake 
looked very pretty with 4 snow-white frosting 
which proved to be made of pulverized sugar 
and lard. As comparéd with pulverized sugar 
and lard, treacle and brimstone is a dainty dish. 
However, the feast made up for its lack of sub- 
stantials in its social features. ‘ Let all the fe- 
male ofticers come in free,” shouted an officer. 
Th they trooped, and the officer, picking out the 
prettiest, chucked her under the chin and said: 
“Hello, dear.” The female officer also said: 
“Hello, dear,’ and then added anxiously: 
“What yer got ter chew?’ The officer gallantly 
harpooned a sandwich with his thumb and 
captured a piece of larded cake. After the 
“banquet” was all gone and those who had paid 
a quarter for their share of it had duly lamented 
their folly the iine of march was taken up for 
Steinway Hall. 

Gen. Booth conducted the service in the even- 
ing at Steinway Hall. Thé hali was well filled 
and the stage was crowded with members of the 
army. After a sort of instrumental praise serv- 
ice Gen. Booth lectured on the army and its 
work.

was the only article of his dress noticeable for 
ita oddity. There was no disturbance of any 
kind. 

At the close of his talk he made an apology for 
taking up a collection. ‘‘ You say we are always 
after money. Well, we are sorry; but we have 
to come afterit.

“Five or six times,”

BLOSSOM CLUB ANXIETY. 


— 


A REMINISCENCE OF THE DAYS OF THE 
TWEED RING. 

With the downfall of the Tweed Ring 
two banks that had been managed by persons 
identified with that political plundering organ- 
ization closed their doors and put their deposit- 
ors into a state of desolation. They were the 
Guardian Savings Bank and the Bowling Green 
Bank. Walter Roche, who had for years been a 
member of the Board of Supervisora, represent- 
ing the Sixth Ward, and who had amassed great 
wealth through politics, the sale of whisky, and 


operationsin real estate, was the President of the 
Guardian Savings Bank. The circumstances 
surrounding its failure were such that, to make 
up the losses of its depositors, Roche conveyed 
his estate 1o Jeremiah Quinian, John B. Devlin, 
and James Lynch, as Trustees. He was the 
Treasurer of the Blossom Club, and had more 
than $5,000 belonging to it in his possession. He 
also owed money to Amazigh D. Barber, a sweet- 
talking gentleman who is well known to legis- 
lators at Albany, and other persons. Wishing to 
have them puid if his estate should show a 
surplus after the payment of the Guardian 
Bank's depositors, Roche executed a deed con- 
veying such surplus to John T. McGowan as 
Trustee for them. 

Jeremiah Quinlan played ducks and drakes 
with the assets of the Guardian Savings Bank, 
of which he was Receiver, and then he fled from 
New-York to evade jail. it is, therefore, some- 
what problematieal whether there is any sur- 
plus of Walter Roche's estate left after the set- 
tlement. But Edward Kearney, the President of 
the Blossom Club, recently brought a suit in the 
Supreme Court to compel John T. McGowan, as 
Trustee, to account for his trust, the purpose 
being to enable the club, of which Jacob 
Sharp is one of the principal ornaments, to ob- 
tain the fund of which Walter Roche was custo- 
dianin 1872. Trustee McGowan demurred to 
the complaint, on the ground that all the parties 
interested weze not made parties to the com- 

laint. Judge Donohne yesterday overruled the 

emurrer and gave judgment for President 
Kearney, holding that the other parties than he 
and Trustee McGowan were not necessarily 
parties to the suit.

QUEER PHASE OF JERSEY JUSTICE. 
For many years James Loftus has held 
the office of Justice of the Peace in the southern 
part of Paterson. His disposition to “‘ magnify 
his office” and the habit of the Superior Courts 
of “ going back on him,” as he called it, have 
given his court the name of the “ Court of Errors 


and Appeals.” For some time past the Justice 
has been aided and supported by Jobn F. Cahill, 
who married the Justice's niece. Mr. Cahill has 
pre law in all the courts of the State, from 

ustice Loftus’s down to the bona fide Court of 
Errors and Appeals. But now his practice is 
temporarily interrupted, for yesterday he was 
committed to jail on a commitment signed: 
‘‘James Loftus, Justice of the Peace, in a 
drunken rage of ferocity.” ; 

From the reading of the document it appears 
that the words appended to the name and title 
of the committing magistrate were intended to 
describe the condition of Mr. Cahill the night be- 
fore, when, as oe in the same document, 
“the said Cahill did with force and arms violent- 
ly assault and beat his wife, and also the afore- 
said Justice, his uncle-in-law, whom he seized b 
the throat, and swore by his Maker that he woul 
have the lives of him and of hissaid wife.” Until 
Mr. Cahill finds $500 bail, Justice Loftus’s court 
will have to dispense with the services of its 
“ Attorney-General.” It appears that Loftus 
made and swore to the complaint before himself 
as Justice; examined the accused judicially as to 
the truth of the complaint, and then as magis- 
trate committed him to jail. 
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GUILTY OF MURDER. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dee, 10.—Albert Blunt, 
the colored hunchback who murdered his wife 
by cutting her throat on May 21, 1886, was to- 


day found guilty of murder in the first degree, 
Sentence was deferred. Blunt’s wife ran away 
from him to live with another negro, and on the 
day of the murder he brought her back to his 
house. After arriving there they engaged in a 

uarrel, during which Blunt killed his wife in 
the above manner.

Commissioner ALBERT FINK makes some 
eriticisms upon the Inter-State Commerce 
bill agreed to by the conference committee, 
which are published in the Wall-Sireet 
Ledger. As was to be expected, he objects 
chiefly to the prohibition of pooling ar- 
rangements and the provision in regard to 
the long and short haul. Mr. FINK main- 
tains that the pooling system is necessary 
to the maintenance of uniform and reason- 
able rates, and that it is not used to extort 
unreasonable charges. There is no provis- 
jon in the bill which could be made to serve 
the same purpose, and to prohibit competing 
lines from entering into voluntary agree- 
ments for a legitimate and necessary pur- 
pose is regarded as bad policy. The effect 
of the restriction upon the privilege of 
making rates less for a long haul to and 
from important competing points than for 
intermediate shorter distances will be, in 
Mr. Frxx’s opinion, to increase through 
rates, reduce facilities for through traffic, 
and puta stop to competition between rail- 
roads and water routes. Railroad rates to 
Memphis, for instance, are determined by 
competition by water, and the roads could 
not afford to reduce rates for intermediate 
points to the basis they are compelled to 
sstablish for through traffic in order to se- 
cure it at all. These are the points in the 
new bill which will severely test its prac- 
ticability, and to have it break down here 
would have a bad effect upon the whole ex- 
periment of national regulation. 





The course adopted by Secretary BAYARD 
in transmitting the fisheries correspondence 
to the House of Representatives instead of 
the Senate, contrary to the usual custom, is 
explained as due to the lack of courtesy 
and consideration heretofore shown by the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
toward the State Department. It has been 
the practice in times past to maintain toa 
rertain extent confidential relations be- 
tween the department and the Senate com- 
mittee, but in the matter of the fish- 
eries the present committee has seen fit 
to assume asort of hostile attitude. Last 
Summer, without taking any pains to ascer- 
tain the position of the State Department, 
it set on foot an investigation of the fisher- 
ies trouble and proceeded on the assumption 
that Secretary BAYARD was not doing his 
whole duty in the matter. The correspond- 
ence shows that he was closely attentive 
to it and earnest and zealous in maintain- 
ing every just claim of our people and Gov- 
ernment. This the Senate committee might 
have known if it had cared to be just and 
courteous instead of seeking for political 
capital in an international difficulty. Mr. 
BaYARp’s resentment is natural and justi- 
fiable, 
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The Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia, whose management of the scan- 
dal in the Police Department of Washing- 
ton was s0 unsatisfactory, do not appear to 
have improved their standing in the city 
by their selection of a new Chief of 
Police in place of Chief WALKER. 
The new chief was the partner of 
‘Boss Surruzrp at the time when the

ed, and while he now enjoys considerable 
popularity in the District it is feared that 
the record of the investigation which pre- 
ceded the downfall of the Washington rin g 
will be used to his disadvantage in an in- 
vestigation concerning the recent real estate 
operations, which Congress will probably 
make at the present session. 
RTL ED RMS PIT IT 

Yesterday was one of the days which used 
to make people clamor for a bridge to Brook- 
lyn before the bridge was built. In sucha 
fog as prevailed yesterday morning the 
crossing of crowded ferryboats would have 
been not merely tedious and difficult but 
full of danger. It is remarkable, even,now 
that the bridge has become the chief, 
and upon such days almost the sole, 
means of communication between the 
two cities, that there should have 
been but one collision on the East 
River. There was one also on the North 
River, which was more threatening, as one 
of the vesselsin collision was a crowded 
ferryboat, though the actual damage done 
was happily very slight. Nevertheless snch 
an accident is an admonition to the resi- 
dents of the New-Jersey suburbs that they, 
too, should endeavor to provide themselves 
with some means of crossing to New-York 
which shall not involve the certainty of 
long detention when the river is full of ice 
and an imminent risk of life when the 
weather is foggy. 








If there be a Director of the Brooklyn 
City Railroad Company with a spark of 
humanity in his breast, he should take 
prompt steps to put a stop to the cruelty 
practiced on that company’s roads every 
night. Although the attention of the offi- 
cers of the company has been repeatedly 
called to the fact, the cars on the Fulton- 
avenue, and on the Greene and Gates 
avenue lines, leaving Fulton Ferry after

two heavy hills on those routes by 
but two horses, and these none of 


the strongest. During the recent snow, 
when the tracks were unusually slippery, 
this disgraceful occurrence was still to be 
noticed. Complaint has been made to the 
Brooklyn branch of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals without 
effect. Surely, there must be enough sense 
of decency among the respectable gentle- 
men connected with the road to secure a re- 
form in this matter before their responsi- 
bility for it is brought home to them in a 
way to bring them definite personal con- 
demnation. 


Russia’s preparation of barracks at Odessa 
for the wintering of a large army there 
gives a clue to what the Spring may bring 
forth. Another European war cannot, ap- 
parently, be very long delayed, but it would 
be puzzling to say whether it will occur on 
the Danube or the Rhine. The assurance 
which Austria is said to have given to the 
Bulgarian delegation that she will support 
any candidate acceptable to the Sobranje 
and will resist Russian occupation of the 
country is really nothing more than her old 
policy, but it will carry a fresh moral 
weight. The rumor that Roumania, Servia, 
and Bulgaria are toraise a joint force for 
common protection is hardly entitled to 
credence. They might come together as 
allies in actual danger, but their interests 
are not wholly uniform, and this action 
might, besides, be very promptly accepted 
as ground of war by Russia. Meanwhile 
the tendency of all these Balkan powers to 
look to Vienna for protection and inspira- 
tion has become very marked. 











THE CONDITION OF OUR FARMERS. 

The President in his recent message made 
a plea for the relief of our farming popula- 
tion by lightening the burden of national 
taxation, which they feel severely in the 
high prices that have to be paid for nearly 
all the things they buy. Of the farmers and 
their interests the President says: ‘‘None 
labor harder or more continuously than 
they. Noenactments limit their hours of 
toil, and no interposition of the Government 
enhances to any great extent the value of 
their products. And yet for many of the 
necessaries and comforts of life which the 
most scrupulous economy enables them to 
bring into their homes, and for their imple- 
ments of husbandry, they are obliged to pay 
a price largely enhanced by the unnatural 
profit which, by the action of the Govern- 
ment, is given to the more favored manu- 
facturer.” This every one at all familiar 
with agricultural life will recognize as a 
truthful picture. 

According to the last national census, of 
the 17,392,099 persons engaged in “‘ gainful 
occupations” in this country, 7,670,493 
were devoted to agriculture, or about 
twice the number employed in all manu- 
facturing, mechanical, and mining indus- 
tries. These men produce the bulk of those 
things which enter into the daily consump- 
tion of the people, but they obtain the 
smallest share of the profit derived. from 
their production and interchange. With 
natural advantages unsurpassed in any part 
of the world in the form of cheap land and 
a fruitful soil, they are among the poorest 
of the population. Industry, sobriety, and 
thrift do not suffice to raise them much above 
a hand-to-mouth existence. To a large ex- 
tent the profits of transportation and com- 
mercial exchange come from the fruits of 
their toil. They are inevitably subjected 
to the competition of the world in their 
efforts to produce a surplus above their 
actual wants, and with the addition of the 
cost of transportation the price of their 
products is fixed in foreign markets. While 
the prices of many commodities, includ- 
ing most of those which they have 
to buy, have been enhanced and main- 
tained by Government interposition, the 
prices of the staple products of the 
soil have steadily declined for thirty 
years. A table published by the Bureau of 
Statistics shows the decline in these products 
since 1855. The average export prices of 
some of the principal agricultural products 
have sunk from 1855 to 1886 as follows: 
Corn, per bushel, from 89 to 50 cents; wheat, 
from $1 66 to 87 cents; flour, per barrel, 
from $9 04 to $4 70; lard, per pound, from 
8.4 to 6.9 cents; salted pork, from 7.3 to 5.9 
cents; salted beef, from 8.8 to 6 cents, and 
many othgr articles in a similar ratio. 

On the other hand, those manufactured 
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articles which fa.mers have to buy, includ- 
ing clothing and its material, blankets, and 
implements in which iron, steel, and leather 
are used, are enhanced in cost by a large 
percentage through the tax put upon them 
by the Government. The contrast between 
the wealth accumulated by those engaged 
in manufacturing and selling these articles 
and the condition of unvarying hardship of 
most of the agricultural population shows 
the grinding effect of the unequal bur- 
den. The manufacturing industries which 
are affected by foreign competition employ 
only about 830,000 of our people, against 
the nearly 8,000,000 farmers. The result of 
protecting those industries from competition 
by national taxation on imported articles is 
not to increase wages, but to afford “‘an 
unnatural profit” to the ‘favored manu- 
facturer,” which to.a large extent is de- 
rived from the farmers, and which is freely 
used in efforts to maintain the advantage 
secured by unjust laws. 

The only form of farming which can be 
called at all profitable is that in which large 
capital is invested on vast areas of land de- 
voted to the production of some one or two 
staples that enter largely into our export 
trade. The small farmers are compelled to 
toil early and late to secure a barely tolera- 
ble subsistence. For the most part they ex- 
change the meagre surplus of their products 
for articles actually necessary to life and 
the continuance of their work. It is with 
difficulty that each season they scrape 
together enough money for their an- 
nual taxes. Those who have mort- 
gages on their land spend a life- 
time in an almost unavailing § strug- 
gle to pay the interest and to lessen 
the burdensome incumbrances. And yet 
they are for the most part intelligent, sober, 
and industrious, and among the most con- 
servative and safe of the citizens of the 
Republic. They are certainly entitled to 
more consideration than they have hereto- 
fore received in the shaping of the policy of 
the Government. They are too much occu- 
pied and too much scattered to get up ef- 
fective organizations for the promotion and 
the protection of their common interests, 
but they need only to understand them and 
to make that fact known to exercise a much 
larger influence than they have hitherto ex- 
erted. 








A SYSTEM OF PROMOTION. 


How to secure the best men forall the 
places in the civil service, that is the prob- 
lem of what is known as civil service re- 
form. Nothing less than a practical solu- 
tion of that problem will satisfy-the civil 
service reformers. They do not demand the 
solution at once; they do not expect to at- 
tain it under any one President; they do not 
imagine that it can be furnished by any 
law, or any series of laws, but they believe 
it can be had, and it is what they are work- 
ing for. Any one who supposes that the 
mere application of competitive examina- 
tions to a limited number of places as a 
method of selection for appointment will 
satisfy them has a very inadequate con- 
ception of the reform and of the pur- 
poses and the views of those who 
are engaged in trying to carry out the re- 
form. Obviously, competition at the thresh- 
old is essential, and it is effective just in 
proportion to the intelligence with which 
it is applied and the sufficiency of the 
standard by which competitors are judged. 
But it is only the first step. Itinvolves a 
good many things, among others a graded 
service, admission by competition to the 
lowest grade, and promotion by competition 
after admission. The last-named point is 
as important as any other. It is in fact 
absolutely essential, and, though the sys- 
tem without it might be made very much 
better than it ever was or could be under 
the old spoils methods, it would be still 
very far short of such a system as is entire- 
ly practicable. 


Mr. Siras W. Burt, Naval Officer at the 
Port of New-York, has written a letter, pub- 
lished in the Post on Dec. 8, which is an ex- 
tremely clear and valuable statement of the 
vital points in a completely reformed civil 
service. Mr. Burt’s long experience in offi- 
cial life, and the remarkable skill and vigor 
he has shown in the various important de- 
partments of which he has had charge, give 
great authority to his views, and this is 
very much increased by the fact that he 
has been a systematic student of the art 
of administration, and that he has sought 
with success to trace and define the prin- 
ciples which govern success in this 
complex and difficult field of activ- 
ity. His conclusions are, therefore, in 
the best sense, philosophic, and have far 
greater value than those of a mere prac- 
tically sucecéssful administrator, since he 
has not only been very successful but he 
knows and can tell why and how success 
has been obtained. In the letterreferred to 
Mr. Burt explains what he has reason to 
believe is an effective method of securing 
the best men for promotion from a lower to 
a higher grade. It is needless to say that he 
insists on admission only through proved 
merit ascertained by open competition. 
This condition has become the acknowledged 
starting point of any really good pub- 
lic service. But beyond this, what 
shall be done? Thatisa question the im- 
portance of which cannot be exaggerated. 
On the one hand, how shall every man in 
the service be given the full benefit of 
those merits that can be readily and fairly 
measured and of which a reasonably correct 
record can be kept? On the other hand, 
how shall promotion be made by the supe- 
rior officer with reference, not only to these 
merits, but to others that cannot be accu- 
rately recorded, and that are very impor- 
tant, and how shall this discretion in the 
superior officer be guarded from favoritism 
and abuse ? 

These questions are very satisfactorily an- 
swered by Mr. Burt. He points out that 
there are certain elements in the fitness of 
every employé that can be fairly measured, 
such aspunctuality, casual errors, omissions 
arising from carelessness or forgetfulness, 
order, rapidity of work, &c. Of these he 
would have a record made at the close of 
each day by the immediate superior, each 
element being marked on a scale of 100; at 
the end of each month he would have 
the average of the marks posted to the 
credit of the employé6. When there occurs 
a vacancy in any grade, he would submit 
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in the grade next below, with a certain 
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this were the action to which it woald be 
forced if it continued the same line about 





addition for each year in the service, and a! the Nationalists which it had at first 


eertain larger addition for each year in 
his particular grade. The total of these 
marks would constitute each man’s claim 
to promotion on the record. But Mr. Burt 
is far too experienced and practical an ad- 
ministrator to have the promotion deter- 
mined by this record alone. On the con- 
trary, he would submit to the appointing 
officer all the names on the eligible list, 
leaving him free to appoint any one he 
chose, but requiring him, in case he 
did not select the highest name, to 
record his reasons for rejecting those stand- 
ing higher than the one chosen. This 
would give ample scope for independent 
judgment as to those qualities, such as 
tact, quickness of apprehension, capacity 
to deal with men, &c., that are important 
and yet cannot be mathematically com- 
puted, while the appointing officer would 
be held to responsibility proportioned to his 
discretion. 

It will be understood that this state- 
ment of Mr. BurRT’s proposition does it but 
scant justice, giving only the outline; but 
it is sufficient to show the principles that he 
would apply and the ends which he would 
seek. In conclusion, we invite special at- 
tention to the following: 


“The great danger that assails a stable civil 
service is the tendency to ‘dry rot;’ many of the 
employés gradually lose alive and active inter- 
est in their work; perfunctory habits replace an 
intelligent and zealous discharge of duty; the 
daily routine is accomplished so as tu incur no 
positive charge of inefficiency, and yet falls far 
below the highest standard. These are the cases 
that baffle the responsible head of an office; he 
cannot allege actual misconduct or inefticienoy 
except in the most general terms, and the final 
outcome is an increase of the force with conse- 
quent added expense. These evils arein a meas- 
ure diminished by better systems of appoint- 
ment, but the general saginto mechanical and 
perfunctory habits can only be overcome by 
such competitive records and their use as have 
been proposed above.” 





THE CHURCH AND THE LABOR 
PARTY. 

There seems to be no doubt that Dr. Mc- 
GLYNN, the Pastor of one of the best known 
of the Roman Catholic churches of New- 
York, has been summoned to Rome to an- 
swer charges that have been laid against 
him. It would be so easy and obvious a 
course, if no such summons had been issued, 
to say thatit had not, that the absence of 
such a denial is equivalent to an affirma- 
tion. 

The charges against Dr. McGLYNN are 
no doubt based upon the conspicuous part 
he took in the canvass for the Mayoralty 
of Mr. Henry GEoRGE. It is very un- 
usual if not quite unprecedented for a 
Roman Catholic priest to- take so con- 
spicuous a part in secular politics on any 
side. If such a departure from his sacer- 
dotal functions by a priest be not express- 
ly forbidden by the ecclesiastical authorities 
it must be because the necessity for such a 
prohibition has never appeared. If Dr. Mc- 
GLYNN had espoused the cause of GEORGE, 
or any other political cause, in the face of 
such a prohibition, his punishment would 
have followed asa matter of ecclesiastical 
discipline, and would not necessarily have 
implied any hostility on the part of the 
church to the doctrines he advocated. 


This is not quite the case that is present- 
ed. Dr. McGLtyNnn took up the George 
movement before there was any formal pro- 
nouncement against it on the part of the 
church. He may have received some pri- 
vate admonitions from his superiors, but, so 
far as the public knows, there was nothing 
but his own sense of priestly propriety to 
prevent him from coming out for GEORGE. 
Archbishop CORRIGAN’S definition of the 
position of the church upon the the- 
ories of Mr. GEORGE was not pro- 
mulgated until Dr. McGLYNN had done 
the work he contributed to the can- 
vass. Anything that he may have said 
or done since that date in violation 
of the implied instructions of the Arch- 
bishop is a perfectly proper subject for 
ecclesiastical discipline. The Church of 
Rome is not and does not pretend to be an 
institution for the propagation, of free 
thought. It has a _ set *of doctrines 
and an order of discipline which are 
perfectly well known to its clergy. 
If they do not believe the doc- 
trines and are unwilling to submit to 
the discipline, they have no place in the 
priesthood. The abstract righteousness of 
the opinions they do hold is quite beside 
the question. The case is the same as that 
of the Methodists who were expelled from 
Oxford for refusing to take the religious 
tests imposed on them. When somebody 
remarked to Dr. JoHNSON that they were 
conscientious, he made answer that he be- 
lieved they were, but that they had no 
right to be in the University of Oxford. 
‘* A cow,” he added, “is a very useful ani- 
mal in the field, but we turn her out ofa 
garden.” 

Dr. McGLynn’s sincerity is not impugned 
by anybody, but it will not protect him, 
and should not protect him, in disobeying 
the orders of his superiors. If to disobedi- 
ence he adds contumacy his punishment 
will doubtless be severe enough to be ex- 
emplary. But if his case is to be made the 
occasion of a general deliverance from the 
Vatican touching the relations of the church 
with the Labor Party, in Europe and Amer- 
ica, it has a much wider interest. Nobody in 
the church is better fitted than Dr. McGLYNN 
toinform the hierarchy what the “labor 
movement” in this country is and to what 
itis likely to amount. No intelligent ob- 
server needs to be told that no action is 
likely to be taken by the church for or 
against the Knights of Labor, except upon 
the fullest and most trustworthy informa- 
tion, nor that its decision will be highly 
politic. The recent course of Irish history 
shows plainly enough that the church has 
no intention of straining to the point of 
rupture the bonds that unite its ad- 
herents to it. The National League 
was an object of distrust and aver- 
sion at Rome until it had proved its 
power to hold its members in spite of the 
church. When this demonstration was 
made the hierarchy found itself in the same 
difficulty with regard to ecclesiastical pen- 
alties that BURKE confessed with regard to 
legal penalties. It could not excommuni- 
cate a nation, and it looked very much as if 





seemed inclined to take. 

It is not likely that Mr. GEoRG®’s theories 
as they have been developed in this country 
will give thechurch muchtrouble. Outside 
of one or two of the large cities they are not 
likely to be taken serjously and practically 
by anybody. They have made much more 
dangerous advances in Ireland, where a gen- 
eral proposition that no man has a right to 
own land is welcomed by people who are al- 
ready convinced of the particular proposition 
that English landlords have no right to own 
Irish land. It does not follow, however, that 
because Mr. GEORGE’s theories are not of 
practical importance enough to require 
notice, the “labor question” is not. Such 
an organization as the Knights of Labor 
cannot exist without calling up some moral 
and religious questions concerning the 
rightfulness of its purposes and _ its 


methods. In order to ascertain what 
ground the church should take re- 
garding it, it is necessary to know 


whether those members of it who are 
Roman Catholics would leave the member- 


‘ship of the order rather than that of the 


church. Upon this question Dr. McGLYNN 
would be a highly competent witness. In 
fact his case is already a valuable piece of 
evidence, if he has really committed a 
breach of discipline in his zeal for the sec- 
ular cause. Ifthe allegiance of its priests 
is shaken by their attachment to the 
Labor Party, there cannot be much doubt 
how the laity would decide if they were re- 
quired to choose between being Knights 
of Labor and being members in good stand- 
ing of the Roman Catholic Church. 





GOULD AND JUDGE GRESHAM. 

Mr. Jay GouLpD’s published remarks 
about Judge GRESHAM’s decision in the 
Wabash suit show that, although nearly 
two years will elapse before the next Pres- 
idential election, his mind turns occasion- 
ally to the problems of national politics, 
with especial reference to the effect which 
a solution of those problems may have upon 
the schemes in which he is interested. Two 
years ago his preference as regards Presi- 
dential candidates was not concealed. ‘lo- 
day he endows with his ill-wil! aman whom 
he professes to regard as an aspirant, for the 
sole reason that this:man ty a righteous 
decision from the bench has upset a wicked 
scheme in which he has been engaged. Mr. 
GOULD publishes his remarks ir the Tribune, 
one of his organs. He says: 

“Tnever met Judge GRESHAM and know little 
about him. Some of the Wabash bondholders 
have been here [Mr. GOULD's office] to-day, and 
from what they have told me about him I think 
he must be suffering from a severe attack of the 
Presidential fever. It isa terrible disease, and 
when a man is fully under its sway he will do 
almost anytaing. Mr. THURMAN, you remember, 
had a bad case at one time. The road to the 
White House begins at abuse of GOULD and SAGE. 
It doesn’t cost much to call us names, and these 
men with political aspirations think that it has 
great weight with the people. In their opinion, 
apparently, abuse of me is the first step toward 
the Presidency. From what I hear I think Judge 
GRESHAM’S opinion in the Wabash case was ow- 
ing to the buzzing of the bee in his bonnet.” 

It is very plain that Mr. GouLD would not 
like tosee Judge GRESHAM in the White 
House. He has committed the unpardona- 
ble sin of crossing the railroad wrecker’s 
path and thwarting his purposes. He has 
dared to denounce GOULD and his associates 
in the Wabash ring, to hold up their trick- 
ery to public scorn, and to make a decision 
under which defrauded investors may be 
able to get their rights. Therefore 
he is decorated with GoOULD’s enmity 
and adorned by his sneers. But the rail- 
road wrecker overshot his mark when he 
sought to compare Judge GRESHAM’S work 
in the Wabash case with Mr. THURMAN’s 
labors in behalf of the law which bears his 
name. It was a grand fight that Mr. THur- 
MAN made against the railroad jobbers, and 
if GOULD persists in likening the Wabash 
decision to the Thurman act he will deserve 
the thanks of Judge GRESHAM and all his 
friends. 

“Tt never met Judge GRESHAM.” Ap- 
parently the Judge is a man whom Mr. Jay 
GOULD would not like tomeet. But there 
is another man whom JAY GOULD has met— 
aman who was suffering and who still suf- 
fers ‘“‘from a severe attack of the Presiden- 
tial fever;” a man who served GOULD by 
opposing the Thurman act; a man who 
never abused GOULD, for suflicient reasons; 
a@ man so tortured by the disease that he 
was willing, as GOULD says, “to do almost 
anything”’—willing even to be GouLD’s can- 
didate and GOULD’s beneficiary. That man is 
JAMES G. BLAINE. Five days before the 
last Presidential election Jay GouLp and 
his associates in the Wabash ring were 
among BLAINE’s hosts at the dinner given 
to the candidate at Delmonico’s. In- 
deed, they are said to have planned that 
dinner. On the afternoon of Sunday, Nov. 
2, two days before the election, Jay GOULD 
and JAMES G. BLAINE passed four hours to- 
gether at the house of STEPHEN B. Er- 
KINS, in this city, and Col. GEORGE 
Buss asserts thaton that day GouLp gave 
to JoHN J. O'BRIEN $50,000 or $100,000 
to be used in securing BLAINr’s election. 
This contribution appears to have led the 
Tribune to assure the Republicans of the 
interior of the State on the following day 
that they need not fear a large Democratic 
majority in this city. GouLp’s great desire 
to secure the fruits of his investment caused 
him to issue from the Western Union office 
the lying bulletins which aroused the indig- 
nation of honest men and inspired the 
angry crowds whose suggestive chant under 
his windows chilled his marrow. 

The people know what kind of a President 
JAY GOULD wants. They know for what 
candidate he worked and spent his money 
and manipulated election news two years 
ago. He supported BLAINE because he was 
a Gould man, not because he wasa Repub- 
lican. He made his contribution as he 
made those other contributions concern- 
ing which he testified in April, 1873. “I 
considered them,” said he, “ good paying 
investments for the [Erie] company. In a 
Republican district I was a strong Repub- 
lican. In a Democratic district I was 
Democratic. And in doubtful districts 
I was doubtful. But in politics I was an 
Erie Railroad man every time.” So in politics 
now he is always a Gould man, and the 
candidates who enjoy the use of his money 




































must be Gould men. He seeks for good 
paying investments. 

A brief review of Jay Govun’s political 
labors shows conclusively why he hates 
such men as Judge GresHam. It reveals 
the cause of the sneers with which he at- 
tempts to discredit this Judge and to de- 
stroy the force of his righteons decision. 
Judge GResHAM is not a Gould man, and 
GOULD sees that he cannot be hired to serve 
him on the bench or elsewhere.

MEETING OF THE 
BOARD OF CHARITIES. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 10.—A special meet 
ing of the State Board of Charities, which has 
been in session the last two days, closed this 
evening. The following members were present: 
Commissioners J. H. Van Antwerp, Stewart, 
Milhau, Foster, Craig, Walrath, Letchworth, 
Lowell, and Carpenter. The purpose of the 
meeting was the consideration of the annual re- 
port. It shows a slight increase in the pauper 


and reformatory classes and a large in- 
crease in the number of insane, the 
various asylums of the State having 
13,533 insane reons in their custody 
and careon Oct. 1, 1886, as agaiust 12,707 on 
Oct. 1, 1885. The asylums for the insane 
throughout the State are generaliy crowded and 
there is urgent need for further accommodation 
for this class. The report discusses at length 
the importance of preventive measures in deal 
ing with the pauper, intirm, and delinquen‘ 
classes, and pointedly calls attention to the 
shipment and influx of paupers, iméane, ané 
otherwise enfeebled into this State from othes 
States and countries. 

One of the questions to which the board hag 
directed its attention during the year is the im- 
portance of a more practical industrial training 
of the youthful wards of the State, esnecialir 
that of girls and young women. During it. 
session the boar adopted a _ resolution 
that in orphan asylums for females and 
in all other public institutions where 
girls are held, protectively or otherwise, 
that those of suitable age be systematically 
taught cooking and other household duties, and 
not needlework alone, needlewomen being 
superabundant, while technical knowledge of 
domestic duties would fit girls for immediate 
employment, there being: liberal compensation 
in that department of labor and little competi- 
tion. The adoption of these measures, the 
board thinks, would resuit in the truest public 


economy, equipping the inmates: of the axy- 
lums and

other institutions with “ability 
to support themselves in comfort upon 
their discharge at 16 years of age, 


giving them the atmosphere of family protec- 
tion and the surroundings of honorable and re- 
munerative employment, and at the same time 
meeting a@ want that is almost universally 
acknowledged as existing every where—the want 
of workingwomen for the household with some 
instilled ideas of the work desired of them. 
Measures were taken to bring this matter to the 
attention of managers and officers of institu- 
tions having this class in their care.

NON-RESIDENT COMPANIES. 

CuIcaGo, Dec. 10.—A crusade against in. 
Surance companies which are non-resident cor- 
porations and certain insurance brokers, all of 
whom have failed to comply with the insurance 
laws of the State, has béen inaugurated by the 
commencement of lawsuits in the Superior 
Court. The litigation is directed agaiust what ig 
known as “underground” insurance. By the 
legislative aet of 1869 all insurance companies 
not chartered by the State of Dlinois are re- 
quired to pay an annual tax, to havea certain 
specified capital, to appoint agents in Tlinois 
upon whom service of process can be had, and ta 
make annual reports to the Auditor of the State, 
under whose supervision the law places the 
corporations. There are 170,insurance compa 
nies in Illinois legally authorized by law. 
Most of them are home corporations, but some 
are non-residents who have complied with the 
law. There are in addition about 100 com- 
panies, brokers, and agents who are claimed 
not to have complied with the law of 1869 in 
any respect. The Auditor says that a large 
majority of these “ underground” companies 
were worthless,and thatif they paid any risks 
atall they did so only after threats of litiga- 
tion. Oftentimes they were fraudulent. Lately 
this “‘ underground” insurance on life, fire, and 
marine risks had greatly increased, until it 
had become a powerful competitor of the le- 

timate insurance business. The Underwriters’ 

ssociation found it necessary to institute an 
inquiry, which resulted in the discovery of the 
extent of the “underground” business in Chi- 
cago and the rest of Illinois. A committee, 
of which William P. Kerr was Chairman, was 
appointed to collect data. It reported a list of 
1 concerns and brokers and agents who had 
evaded the law. The Auditor of the State was 
requested to enforce the law, and the suits in- 
stituted yesterday are the commencement of a 
compliance with the underwriters’ request.

f LABOR TROUBLES. 

ConcorD, N. H., Dec. 10.—All the opera 
tives.in the shoe factory of Lancaster & Co. at 
Pittsfield were ordered out by the Executive 
Board of the local assembly of Knights of Labor 
this-morning. Thetrouble was caused through 
a disagreement with the female stitchers as to 
the price to be paid per case. Before work was 
begun on the last run a satisfactory rate was 
agreed on and the stitchers. expected the same 


rate for the present run, but Lancaster & Co, 
contemplated making a reduction equivalent to 
88 or 89 cents per case to rectify the error made 
ny them when they fixed the price before. 
The stitchers demurred at the proposed 
cut, and, as the majority of them belong 
to the Knights of Labor, that organization en- 
deavored to secure an adjustment of the dithi- 
culty, but failed. All the help went to work this 
morning as usual, but in a short time the entire 
force left the shop by the direction of the Knights, 
and the doors were closed. The total number of 
hands out of employment is 500, of whom near- 
ly 100 are stitchers. There has been some slight 
ditficulty with the cutters, but it is believed that 
that can be easily settled. Both sides were firm 
to-night, and there is little prospect of an early 
adjustment unless mutual concessions are wade 


Troy, N. Y., Dec. 10—The Cohoes and 
Waterford Knitting Mills owners to-day adver- 
tised for 10,000 skilled operators, guaranteeing 
permanent employment and good wages. The 
Knights of Labor have pickets on duty at the sta- 
tions and also at the mills entrances. The manu- 
facturers have received some applications from 
persons wanting employment.

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A RELIC OF SLAVERY DAYS. 
NEw-OrRLEANS, Dec. 10.—In the death of 
Mrs. Louise Lehder last evening passed away a 
relic of olden times and ancient customa,and one 
of the last survivors of a period of romance and 
cruelty. Mrs. Lehder was what was known ag 
a “redemptioner,” that is to say. she belonged 


to that class of assisted emigrants unable to 
pay their passage, who, many years ago, were, 
on arrival, sold at public auction to pay 
for the cost of transportation. Mrs. Leh- 
der arrived in New-Orleans in 1818, 
when 9 years of age, and was sold ta 
Mr. Delpit, a tobacconist, from whom she ran 
away eight years later, and married Mr. Lehder, 
himself a redemptioner. The most remarkable 
part of the history ot the redemptioners waa 
that of Sallie Miller, who was not released from 
slavery until she ‘had grown to womanhood. 
Christian Roselius pleaded her cause, and proved 
conclusively that she was a white woman and 
was held in slavery illegally. Mrs. Lehder led a 
blameless life, was a woman of bright intellect, 
was held in high esteem, and left a large family 
of descendants. Her funeral was one of the 
largest for a long period.

VERDICT AGAINST A RAILROAD. 

Atpany, N. Y., Dec. 10.—In the Circuit 
Court to-day, before Juage Charles Ingalls, the 
jury in the case of Peter MacDonald as Adminis- 
trator, &c., against the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company, came in after being out since 2 
P. M. yesterday. The action was to recover for 


the killing of Charles MacDonald near_Mechan- 
iesville on Nov. 4, 1884, it being alleged that he 
was pushed from the rear platform of a car by 
the conductor. The evidence for the defense 
showed that the conductor did not touch Mac- 
Donald; that the latter was drunk and persisted 
in standing on the lower step of the rear plat- 
form of the rear car, and that when the con- 
ductor called to him to come up on the platform 
he suddenly disappeared. On this state of facts 
the jury returned the following strange verdict: 

“In giving this case due consideration we, the 
jury, exonerate the conductor of the charge of 
shoving or kicking this man MacDonald from the 
car, but find a verdict against the Sadnceas for not 
stopping the train at the time when MacDonald fell 
from the car, whereby he lost his life. We find a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff, and fix the sum at 
$1,000, with costs.”

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TROUBLE ABOUTTHE RADHA 


UR. SEYMOUR'S PLIGHT ON 
HIS FIRST TRIP. 
WING PIERRE LORILLARD, THE YACHT’S 
FORMER OWNER, FOR $50,000 sPENT 
IN MAKING HER SEAWORTHY. 

The imposing person of Pierre Lorillard 
oeeupied a chair in Part I., Superior Court, yes- 
terday, and Mr. Lorillard’s eyes were riveted 
upon a small, slim, aristocratic-looking man 
named James M. Seymour, who was on the wit- 
ness stand during the greater part of the after- 
noon. Mr. Seymour was there as plaintiff in 
a suit he has brought against Pierre Lorillard 
to recover $50,000, which, he claims, was the 
amount he paid to put the yacht Radha in a sea- 
worthy condition after he had bought it from 
Mr. Lorillard. Joseph H. Choate and Gen. Roger 
A. Pryor appeared for Mr. Seymour. Mr. Loril- 
lard’s interests were represented by John E. 


Parsons. Mr. Seymour said he was a member of 
the firm of Seymour, Baker & Co., and had nine- 
teen branch offices. He said he had a fair stock 
and grain business, 

“When did you first make the acquaintance of 
Mr. Lorillard ?’ asked Mr. Choate. 

“At the Union Club, Aug. 6, 1884, the day I 
bought the yacht,” answered Mr. Seymour. 

“How long before that was it that you had 
anything to do with yachts?” 

“‘T bought the Rival in April of that year. 
That was my first yacht. I owned the Rival un- 
til the afternoon I bought Mr. Lorillard’s yacht. 
i wanted a larger one.” : 

Mr. Seymour said that Thomas Manning,a yacht 
broker, who knew he was in want of a yacht, 
opened correspondence with Mr. Lorillard, the 
result of which was that a day was appointed on 
which Mr. Seymour was to inspect the Radha. 

‘I went the next morning with Mr. Hughes,” 
said Mr. Seymour. ‘‘The Radha was anchored 
at Bay Ridge. The Captain offered to show me 
the cabins at once. I said that the cabin was the 
last thing I wanted to see. My. experience 
taught me that machinery was the first thing to 
look at. They showed me the machinery, and 
everything seemed to be very satisfactory. So 
were the cabins. [expressed my approval and 
said it was the most beautiful yacht I had ever 
seen. Every one seemed rather reticent and very 
little was saia. I said I should liketo have atrial 
trip, and was anxious that my engineer should 
see the yacht. I senthimdown. He was gone 
for several hours. When he came back he spoke 
of some — water he had seen in the yacht. 
The trial trip took place next day. I had my 
first interview with Pierre Lorillard in the re- 
ception room of the Union Club. I took a cer- 
tified check for $65,000, Mr. Lorillard’s price for 
the yacht, in my pocket. Mr. Hughes intro- 
duced me to Mr. Lorillard, who invited me to sit 
down. I took aseat beside him. Said I: ‘ Mr. 
Lorillard, [have come up to take the Radha, I 
guess. There are one or two questions I want 
to ask you.’ I took the sixty-five-thousand-dol- 
lar check from my pocket. I asked Mr. Loril- 
lard how much coal she burned per day. He 
told me. I asked him about her speed. He said 
that she was a very fast boat. She couldn't beat 
the Atalanta, but between her and the Stranger 
it had been a close shave. 

‘*T then mentioned my engineer’s report about 
the bilge water,” continued Mr. Seymour. ‘“‘[ 
told Manning I had guaranteed she would not 
jeak,’ said Mr. Lorillard. ‘Never saw such a 
dry boat. You even have to omy water into 
her.’ I said, ‘That is satisfactory, Mr. Lorillard. 
I rely upon your word as that of a gentleman.’ 
Mr. Loriliard then turned to Hughes and offered 
to give me the bill of sale. I said I hadn’t got 
time then. I asked for an order for the yacht, as 
I wanted to go on board at once. Mr. Lorillard 
again said what a dry boat the Radha was. He 
said there were some books and things on board 
which he should expect me to return. He told 
me he had spent $35,000 on the Radha for rais- 
ing her and fixing up her cabins, I heard he had 
pought her for $113,000. He didn’t say why he 
sold her. I was in a great tor 8 and we didn’t 





talk much. I left my check for $65,000 and took 
the order for the possession of the boat. In con- 
sideration of the $2,500 worth of stores on board 
I was to pay half of Mr. Manning’s commission. 
I was to get the bill of sale when I returned 
from my cruise. The idea of the American 
Yacht Club was to have a steam regatta, and I 
‘wanted to see it. I belong to the American 
Yacht Club.” 

“Well,” continued Mr. Seymour, “I went on 
board the Radha and took possession. She was 
notentered forthe raceand I[hadno idea of 
racing her. I went on board that night, and the 
mext morning my wife, daughter, three sons, 
Mrs. Kellogg, and her daughter came on board 
and off we started for New-London. There was 
quite a heavy fog and our progress was quite 
slow. We got to New-London in the afternoon, 
thesea beingas smooth as a sheet of glass. 
Then I went to Newport, following Mr. Connor, 
I was on the Radha’s deck talking with the 
chief engineer when the first assistant engineer 
came running up as. white as a sheet. He 
whispered to the chief engineer, who sent him 
away. He came back again and I heard him 
say, ‘By God, the water’s coming right up; you 
had better come up.’ The chief engineer ran 
down and I follow He told me that his as- 
sistant was a nervous man and that the — 
didn’t amount to wo hago. The engineers an 
firemen were. terribly excited. I could get no 
satisfaction from anybody. I could see the men 

umping the water out as hard as they could. 

Ye concluded that we had better stop at Glen 
Cove. We lifted up the hatch and could see the 
water comingin. I staidupall night,and they 
continued bailing during that entire time, with- 
outinterruption. Next day we came on to New- 
York. I took my family ashore at Twenty- 
eighth-street. I believed at first that the leak 
‘was trivial and caused by some defect in the 
stern post. The Radha was put on a dry dock, 
tae scme repairs to be made. Capt. J. B. 

ose, formerly of the Rival, examined her, as 
did Capt. Darling, inspector of the Atlantic In- 
surance Company. I was told that she was 
absolutely unseaworthy.” 

“Did you communicate with Mr. Lorillard ?”’ 
asked Mr. Choate. 

“T wanted to get him to look at her. He said 
he would come up later. Iasked Mr. Manning 
for my bill of sale. He gave it to me, and I saw 
that the guarantee clause about leakage was left 
out. I refused to take the bill of sale on that ac- 
count. I got affidavits from most of the crew 
that the vessel had been leaking right along.” 

**T object to that,” said Mr. Parsons. “I must 
protect Mr. Lorillard from these affidavits.” 

“T agree with Mr. Parsons,” said Mr. Choate, 
**that ‘ poor Mr. Lorillard,’ as he has been called, 
needs protection.” 

“Even if heisrich Mr. Lorillard he needs it 
just the same,” retorted Mr. Parsons. 

“‘T went on the Monday to Mr. Lorillard’s coun- 
try house,” continued Mr. Seymour. “He was 
out, but camein shortly. I was in my cab driv- 
ing about his beautiful grounds. I thought he 
would not recognize me, so I said, * I’m Mr. Sey- 

our.’ ‘I recognize you,’ he said. I told him I 

ad come to talk about the Radha. ‘We went 
along the Sound,’ said I, ‘and I discovered that 
phe was leaking. I had my family on board, and 

they were frightened to death. I wouldn’t go 
through such an experience again for $100,000. 
You remember when I bought her that 
you said she wouldn’t leak.’ ‘Certainly, cer- 
tainly,’ said Lorillard. ‘You surprise me.’ I told 
him it was no trivial matter, and that experts 
had pronounced the yacht unseaworthy. ‘Why 
didn’t you telegraph me? said Lorillard; ‘you 
astonish me! He asked me to takea drink, but 
Tnever drink. Presently he said, ‘I can’t be- 
lieve what you say about the Radha. It isn’t 
possible.’ Said I, ‘If you find on investigation 
that it is true, I shall expect you to take it back 
or have it repaired.’ ‘Of course,’ said he. ‘I had 
no idea of selling the Radha, but my wife is sick 
and I shall be tied up during the Summer! He 
said he had to goto Long Branch, but would com- 
municate with me on the following Wednesday.

“KID” HUNT HELD. 


DECLARED RESPONSIBLE -FOR 
SULLIVAN'S DEATH. 


“Somebody open the windows and let in 
alittle fresh air,” said Coroner Messemer on 
reaching the crowded trial room adjoining his 
office at 11:20 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The ventilation having been properly attended 
to, the taking of testimony to fix the responsi- 
bility for the violent death of “Poll” Sullivan 
on the evening of Nov. 29 was continued. The 
accused, “‘ Kid” Hunt, was present with his wife. 
He showed many signs of great nervousness. 


The crowd in the spectators’ seats was a typical 
Sixth Ward assemblage. 

The first witness wasa dandified young man 
by the name of Ormisby. He had apparently 
learned his story by heart and was a boon com- 
panion of the prisoner, bound by the secret ties 
of Sixth Ward friendship notto tell anything 
criminating. He was with “the Kid and Poll 
and the rest of the gang” at the time of the mur- 
der, but strangely enough he didn’t see any fight, 
and knew about as much of the shooting asa 
man in the Bermudas. He walked from the 
stand with the air of one who had done a friend 
a good turn, and “ the Kid” smiled 5, pleat 
when his counsel remarked that he did not care 
to cross-examine the witness. 

Another man by the name of Duckett, whose 
looks belied his statement that he was ‘‘a son of 
toil,” had known both Sullivan and “the Kid” 
for ten years. He was an eye witness of the 
fight, but boldly asserted his total ignorance as 
to who the man was whom Sullivan had by the 
throat or coat collar after the first shot. Judge 
Curtis turned to “the Kid” and said something, 
whereupon the prisoner put his left hand up to 
his throat as if trying to explain how Sullivan’s 
hand gripped his wind ° pe It was a rather 
significant incident and did not escape the notice 
of jurors. 

Policeman John F. Mitchell, of the Sixth Pre- 
cinct, produced a battered brown derby hat 
which was picked up at the scene of the murder 
shortly after the shooting. Witness knew it 
didn’t belong to the dead man and he did not 
think it was the property of “ the Kid,” because 
he had never seen him wéar a stiff hat. The 
brown derby was passed to the jury and back to 
the Coroner. Judge Curtis got up and tried it 
on. It was a good fitand he remarked that no 
doubt there were thousands of hats likeit in 
New-York. 

“Let the prisoner try it on,” said the Coroner. 

The jocular air of Judge Curtis changed in an 
instant. “Iam defending a man who may be 
placed on trial for murder,” he said, “and [ can 
not trifle with him. That hat might fit several 
of the jurors, but it would not prove them guilty 
of murder.” 

Policeman Mitchell testified that “ Conney” 
Rice had said at the station house, ‘‘ The Kid did 
the shooting,” but ‘‘Conney” was too drunk at 
the time to make a coherent statement. Witness 
did not know what particular “‘ Kid” was re- 
ferred to. For all he knew, Rice might have 
meant witness’s own cousin, who was also called 
“the Kid.” : 

Paul Breun, the son of a Park-street junk 
dealer, said his throat was so sore he couldn’t 
talk plain and he was speedily excused. 

The report of the post-mortem disclosed the 
fact that Sullivan died from a pistol shot wound, 
causing internal hemorrhage. Before this the 
impression had prevailed that both shots took 
effect, but it seems that such was not the case. 
At this point the proceedings were interrupted 
by the arrival of an officer from the General Ses- 
sions with a subpcena for the Coroner to appear 
and testify to the good reputation of ex-Alder- 
man McQuade. The Coroner refused point blank 
on the ground of too much business. 

The Coroner’s charge to the jury was brief. 
He told them to pay no attention to “rubbish,” 
and said the whole story was contained in the 
sworn statement of Capt. McCullagh and those 
who corroborated it. This was in effect that the 

risoner had confessed his crime. At this Judge 

urtis became very indignant, but the Coroner 
declared that he knew his duty and proposed to 
res it. He then repeated his instructions to the 
ury. 

They occupied barely five minutes to deter- 
mine that “Poll” Sullivan came to his death 
from a pistol shot fired by “Kid” Hunt. The 
prisoner received the announcement with com- 
parative indifference, and by his counsel signed a 
plea of not guilty. Then he lita cigar and went 
out in charge of a detective. He came backin a 
few moments and gota pass to the Tombs for 
his wife from the Coroner.

DR. MGLYNN IS SILENT. 
SS cp el 
HIS FRIENDS, HOWEVER, COMMENT 


FREELY ON HIS CASE. 

“*T have nothing to say on the subject,” 
was the message which the Rev. Dr. McGlynn 
sent to the reporters yesterday when they in- 
quired at his house when he would start for 
Romein obedience to the summons from the 
Propaganda. 

Dr. McGlynn’s parishioners are much excited 
over the news that he is in danger of deposition, 
and many of them express great grief over the 
situation. ‘“‘If they could only know at Rome 
the vast amount of good Father McGlynn has 


done,” said one lady, ‘the poor people he has 
fed and clothed, the orphans he has taken care 
“ they would not be thinking of his deposi- 
ion. 

“Father McGlynn may enlighten Rome if he 

goes there,” said another. ‘They will learn 
more about America from him than they ever 
knew before. America is not like the old voun- 
try and people cannot be governed in the same 
way.” 
A summons to Rome to answer charges of un- 
priestly conduct does not involve a suspension 
of the clerical functions of the priest summoned. 
a is in the power of the Bishop or 
Archbishop, and for causes satisfactory to him. 
It is said that Father McGlynn has been twice 
suspended for short periods during this past 
Autumn. He is not now under suspension. 

The point having been made that the failure 
to select St. Stephen’s Church for one of the 
churches of the diocese whose Pastors should be 
missionary Rectors—that is to say, not remoyva- 
ble at the pleasure of the Archbishop—was due 
to the dissatisfaction of the Archbishop with Dr. 
McGlynn’s conduct, it is proper to say that St. 
Stephen’s was omitted for two reasons—it is 
heavily laden with debt, and it has no parochial 
school. Parishes to be eligible for having per- 
manent Rectors must be practically out of debt 
and have good parochial schools. 

The veteran James McMasters, the editor of 
the Freeman’s Journal, said yesterday that Dr. 
McGlynn’s trouble with his ecclesiastical su- 
periors had existed almost ever since he came 
back from the Propaganda, where he was edu- 
cated. He had quarreled with Archbishop 
Hughes, and had always refused to establish 
parochial schools. He added that Dr. McGlynn 
was aman of ability, but very insubordinate. 
In the end, however, he would find that the 
church was mightier than man.

HIGGINS’S FINE WORK. 


GENERAL APPRAISER COOMBS DISPLACED 
TO PLEASE SENATOR GORMAN. 


Higgins, appointment clerk of the Treas- 
ury, has been getting in more of his fine work 
for Senator A. P. Gorman, of Maryland. In 
July, 1884, President Arthur appointed H. 
Wheeler Coombs a General Appraiser at the port 
of Baltimore. There are only four General Ap- 
praisers in the Customs Service, and a local des- 
ignation does not apply to their service, as they 
are detailed to all parts of the country. 

The pleasure with which the merchants of 
Baltimore hailed this appointment has since 
been justified by Mr. Coombs’s work, which has 


covered a large territory and has been uniform- 
ly welldone. His first duties were at Southern 
ports as far as New-Orleans. Then from June 
until October, 1885, he served as Chairman of a 
division to reorganize the service in this city 
and in Boston. During last Winter he was de- 
tailed te visit ports on the Ohio and Mississipi 
Rivers upon the important work of instructing 
new Officers in their duties. This occupied him 
until February last. He spent April in Denver. 
In May he came to this city on special duty. He 
has been hearing reappraisement cases lately. 

While so engaged on Dec. 1 he saw in the 
Washington dispatches to the newspapers that 
Col. Philip W. Downs, of Baltimore, had been 
appointed his successor. Somewhat disturbed 
by this announcement and having no other no- 
tice, he telegraphed to Secretary Manning in- 
quiring if it was true, and asking if he should 
finish the reappraisement hearings. No reply 
came that day or the next. Then he went to 
Washington. Private Secretary Brennan said 
the Secretary had replied to the telegram, and 
had sent the reply to the appointment clerk for 
transmission. Mr. Coombs went in search of it, 
and was coolly informed by Higgins that, al- 
though it bore Secretary Manning’s signature, 
he (Higgins) had suppressed it, ‘‘ because it 
might complicate the service.” That was all the 
explanation the Secretary’s censor could be 
induced to make. Mr. Coombs sought Assistant 
Secretary Fairchild. By him he was informed 
regretfully that the President had made the 
change upon representation that the Maryland 
delegation desireditunanimously. Mr. Fairchild 
said there were no charges or complaints, but 
only praise for Mr. Coombs’s service. Mr. Coombs 
then went to Baltimore, where he met his suc- 
cessor for the tirst time, having never heard of 
him before. That day, Dec. 3, Col, Downs was 
swornin. Mr. Coombs remained in Baltimore 
long enough to find out that Downs was Senator 
Gorman’s man, and that Higgins had worked 
the delegation to favor Downs for an appoint- 
ment that was only nominally local, and to 
which the civil service principles of efficiency 
applied conspicuously. 

When Mr. Coombs returned here he found im- 
porters anxious to move in favor of his rein- 
statement. He had learned that his suspension 
dated from Nov. 29, although he had not heard 
of it until two days later from the newspapers. 
His merchant friends displayed much indigna- 
tion over this style of decapitation, but Mr. 
Coombs dissuaded them from taking any action, 
He is going to lay the facts before the President, 
although he will not seek reinstatement. 

Another instance of the greed of Gorman and 
Higgins has come to light in connection with 
this. In one sense it is harsher than Mr. 
Coombs’s case, but less important because it 
affects only local offices. The two local ap- 
praisers at Baltimore were removed last Satur- 
day. Appraiser Linthicum, one of them, was 
de'ailed to this city on Dec. 2, to an important 
conference of appraisers in regard to the classi- 
fication of hat bands. The conference began on 
Friday of last week, continuing through Satur- 
day and Monday. When it was over Mr. Lin- 
thicum received word from Baltimore that he 
had been removed on Saturday, and that his 
successor had been sworn in that same evening 
at 7 o’clock, so anxious was he to lose no time 
in getting his name on the public pay roll.

FATE OF THE BARK CREMONA, 

The pilot boat Charlotte Webb put into 
this port yesterday with the crew of the bark 
Cremona. Capt. Fred P. Weed, of the lost ves- 
sel, says that on Oct. 11 he left Accra, on the 
Guinea coast, for Boston with a cargo of palm 
oil and gum copal. On Nov. 26 a series of heavy 
gales set in. On Monday last the wind in- 
creased to a hurricane, with terrific cross sea. 


Next morning an enormous sea rolled up from 
the starboard quarter and burst against the 
vessel’s stern with a shock which made her 
tremble in every part. A moment later the 
bark lay helplessly in the trough of the sea, her 
rudder broken and the starboard side of the ves- 
sel under the counter aud on a line with the 
deck smashed in. Wednesday morning it was 
stili blowing heavily. The cargo had started and 
threatened to shift, the pumps had become 
choked withsand and hard palin oil, and water 
pouredfthrough the wound in the side. 

The pilot boat Charlotte Webb approached and 
soon hove to near the disabled bark. Capt. 
Weed found four feet of water in the hold and 
decided to abandon her. A heavy sea was run- 
ning and the transfer of Capt. Weed and his 
crew of 12 men to the pilot boat was extremely 
dangerous, but it was effected witnout accident, 
and after setting fire to the wreck tne pilot boat 
started for this port. The rescued men were 
treated with every kindness on board the Webb. 
The bark measured 581 tons and was built at 
Mystic, Conn., in 1867. She was owned by N. B. 
Mansfield and hailed from this port.
